absolute, to compel the Comniissioners to 
invest these sinking funds, as said act pro- 
yides,and it does seematrange thatso many 
intelligent membersof the County Council 
would remain quiet, knowing that these 
funds wore being improperly used year af- 
ter year, and if they did not know what 
excuse can thoy offer in palliation of such 
ignorance ? Tho taxpayers never for a 
moment mpppored that these temporary 
loans from the sinking fund were not pro- 
vided for, and to be made up the following 
year at furthest. There should be some 
remedy to cause these Commissioners to be 
responsible, and it is considered by some 
persons that the County Treasurer was re- 
sponsible for the improper appropriation of 
the sinking fund. 

Of course there is the penal remedy un- 
der section 5 of said Act, which says ‘‘that 
‘any officer of the municipality of the Ooun- 
ty of Hastingsapplying such proceeds forany 
other purpose, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and liable on conviction to 
be punished by fine and imprisonment, or 
either as the court shall direct.” This is 
all very well so far as it goes, but it will 
not bring back the $82,699.71, borrowed 
unlawfully. It is quite time that our 
municipal law was amended in such @ man-

A Hionty Uservn Invention.—Econo- 
my is the great requirement of the times, 
and an invention recently patented by the 
inventor, Mr, J. Gooey. of St. John, N. B., 
bids fair, from its important bearing on the 
expenses of the household, to attract much 
notice, and achivye a great success. The 
article in question is an apparatus for barn- 
ing crude petroleum in any stove, whereby 
a constant heat, which can be regulated 
with the greatest of ease, can be furnished 
at a cost of three cents per day. The ap. 
*paratus is simple, consisting of a frame of 
burners, which are supplied with indestruc- 
tible wicks of asbestos, which, being once 
lighted, will continue te burn until the sup- 
ply of oil in the reservoir is exhausted. 
Tho fuel is contained in a tank placed at 
the back of the stove, whence it flows 
through a small pipe to the burners. This 
reservoir is divided into two compartments, 
the one nearest to the fire being filled with 
water, to prevent the heating of which the 
double sides of the tank are packed with 
asbestos, and immediately behind this is 
the compartment containing the oil, which 
thus escapes heating, which has been the 
great defect in all attempts to use crude 
petroleum as fuel.” By touching a small 
leyer the flow of oil can bo increased or les- 
"sened at pleasure. The invention is cer- 
tainly a very important one, and seems to 
meet all the requirements. It is on exhi- 
bition at the sample reom No, 46, in the 
Dafoe House, where the inventor will ex- 
hibit it to all who are pleased to call.

Skin cleanlinoss’ has a great effect on tho 
assimilation of food. It has been proved 
that pigs that are washed put on a fifth 
moro flesh than pigs that are unwashed. 

According to Herschel, thero are stars 50 
far off that light, which travels at tho rato 
of 200,000 miles in a second, would require 
13,000 years to travel from those stars to 
the earth! 

A plan for protecting safes is to enclose 
them in wire netting, so connected with o 
bestery and bell that tho division of any 
portion of the wire ruptures a circuit, and 
the bell gives the alarm. 

Professor Bonodict, of Vienna, has lately 
mado some interesting resoarches into tho 
subject of tho characteristics of the brains 
of criminals,all of which,in comparison with 
the healthy brain, ho finds to be abnormal, 

The first public woPk in Glasgow in which 
tho electric vight has been adopted in lieu 
of gas is Messrs. Temploton’s carpet weay- 
ing factory, Crownpoint street, where a 
lamp giving the illumination of 9,000 stand- 
ard candles is used,at a cost of 9d. per hour. 
At the Royal Arsenal, Woolwich,a series 
of experiments with kites a @ means 0 
lifting weights are boing made, The kites 
are the inventions of Dudgeon, and are 
said to rise with the least breeze and to float 
horizontally with considerable buoyancy. 
Models only are being tried at present. 

As a matter of economy, use white rather 
than brown sugar, as it contains a greater 
amount of saccharine matter. Another 
reason is that the refining process relieves 
it of a littlé insect which is very like tho 
itch insect, and which is in all brown 
sugar. All common candies are made from 
brown sugar. 

If seeds (barley, corn, etc.) be placed be- 
tween moist pieces of litmus paper, the 
roots stick in the paper and color it so in- 
tensely red that even on the back of ther 
paper their course can be traced in red 
linea on a blue ground. If tincture of 
litmus be repeatedly added, the intensity 
of the red color is increased. 

Harness should never be kept in stables, 
The ammoniais rapidly absorbed by the 
leather, and the effect upon the leather is 
about the same as would result from satur- 
ating it with strong lye. Ina word, am- 
monia rots leather, and hence keeping 
harness in the stable is sure to result in its 
damage more or leas. 

Tho plateau of Pamir, or the Roof of the 
World, as it is called; in Central Asia, has 
receutly been explored by a Russian geolo- 
gist named Muschketow, who reports that 
the Bolor Tagh, or Uloud Mountains, 
which Humboldt supposed to be in that 
region have no reel oxistence. Several 
colossal mountain chains conyerge there in 
such a way as to create the impression that 
there is a vast central group, but this im- 
pression is pronounced incorrect, 


‘There will be a solar eclipse on July 19, 
1879, which will be almost, but not quite, 
total. Atthe greatest phase, as seen At 
Aden, in Arabia, just after mid-day, the 
sun’s light will be visible as a very thin ring 
around the darkened moon... Ninety-seven 
one-hundredths of the sun’s diameter will 
be eclipsed. An effort may be made to ob- 
serve the intra-Mercurial planet on this 
occasion, but the greater darkness of com- 
plete obscuration is probably necessary to 
make this search successful, 


Unslaked lime compressed intocartridges, 
or used loosely and well tramped down in 
the hole, using water or other liquid to 
saturate and expand it, is now proposed for 
use in fiery coal mines. It is claimed that 
the advantages to be derived from its use 
are economy in the production of coal ; 
making less smoke than by using ordinary 
blasting powder ; lives of colliers are in less 
danger ; the breaking or shattering of coal 
back of the charge—which is especially 
characteristic of the use of gunpowder—is 
avoided ; and the quality of the atmosphere

‘'M. Lostal, a French railway contractor, 
recommends quicklime as a preservative for 
timber. He puts the sleepers into pits, 
and covers them with quicklime, which is 
slowly slacked with water. Timber for 
mines must be left for eight days before it 
is completely impregnated. It becomes ex- 
tremely hard and tough, and it is said 
neyer to rut. Beechwood prepared in the 
same manner has been used in several iron 
works for hammers and other tools, and is 
reputed to be as hard as iron, without los- 
ing the elasticity peculiar to it. According 
tothe Kurze Burichte, lime slacked in a 
solution of chloride of calcium is used at 
Strasburg at a fireproof and waterproof 
coating for wood,

wich, England, was tested lately with the 
heaviest charge yet fired from from it—four 
hundred and fifty pounds of a new prismatic 
gunpowder, the grains of which were hexa- 
gonal prisms about an inch long. This 
large grained powder gives a high velocity 
to the shot with a comparatively moderate 
preasure on the gun. ~ A seventeen, hun- 
dred pound projectile was fired with the 
charge we have mentioned, ‘The military 
authorities have not disclosed the results 
of the test in detail, but express themselves 
satisfied both with the velocity imparted to 
the shot and the effect of the discharge up- 
on the gun itself. 

A paper on the particles of iron in the 
atmosphere was read at a recent meeting of 
the Royal Astronomical Society of London 
by Mr, A. OC. Ranyard, one of the astrono- 
mers who visited this country in July last 
to observe the total eclipse of the sun, In 
returniug ham on the steamer, when a 
thousand miles from land, he exposed some 
glycerine plates on the ship’s bow, in order 
to catch any iron dust there might bein the 
air ;and in this way he secured one particle 
which in its longest diameter measures 
somewhat more than the one hundred and 
twentieth part of an inch. He wishes that 
other travellers would test in the samo 
manner for iron in the air over the ocean. 
Particles of iron have been found in freshly 
fallen snow at considerable distances from 
any town, in Sweden. Mr, Raynard also 
states that finely divided iron with a atruc- 
turelike thatseen in meteorites,occuraquite 
abundantly in the deep sea clays brought 
back from many parts of the world by tho 
Challenger expedition.

Conquering the Afzhans, 


Decisive Victory in the 

Peiwar Pass. ti 
HARD FIGHTING AND HOW THE INDIAN TROOPS 
STOOD UP TO IT. 


Mahommed Azim's Fort in the Kurum 
Valley was occupied without opposition by 
General Roberts’ force on the 25th of No- 
yomber, on which date the advanced guard 
urider Colonel Gordon, consisting of tho 
Twenty-ninth Panjab Native Infantry, the 
Fifth Punjab Infantry, a mountain train 
battery and a squadron of the ‘Tenth Hus- 
sara camped on the plain near the fort. 
Wood aud supplies were soarce, and great 
confusion was apparent in the commissariat 
arrangements. The division was gradually 
concentrated here, and on the 28th ad- 
vanced toward the Peiwar Pass, a distance 
of fifteen miles, in two brigades. The 
First Brignd®, leading the way, consisted 
of the Eight Foot, Fifth Punjab Infantry, 
Twenty-ninth Natiye Infantry and Twenty- 
third Pioneera,with a mountain train. The 
Second Brigade, following, consisted of the 
Seventy-Second Highlanders, Second Pun- 
jab Infantry, F and A Batteries Royal 

orse Artillery, the Twelfth Bengal Cay- 
alcy, with one squadron of the Tenth His- 
sarsand the Fifth Goorkhas, Brigadier 
Cobbe commanded the First, and Brigadier 
Thelwall the Second Brigade.» The advance 
began at three a.m,, the troops marching in 
a biting, cold wind, blowing over a stony 
plateau, till about eight, when the Twelfth 
Bengal Cavalry, reconnoitering in front, re- 
ported that the enemy had been seen in the 
villages and undulating ground before the 
Peiwar hills, The Twenty-ninth and Fifth 
Punjab Infantry and two mountain guns 
were at once detached to the left, and pro- 
ceeded under cover of a low range of hills 
till they had reached the Mangal village of 
Tooserunge. 


INTO THE DEFILES, 

From this point the road turned up a 
steep defile and crossed ranges overlooking 
the village of Turgia. Here the enemy 
was first seen, some swarming up the pass, 
and others still far down. The Fifth Pun- 
jaub infantry rapidly pushed down and oc- 
cupied the village, while the Twenty-ninth 
went up the glen, hoping to gain the sum- 
mit before dusk. The enemy commenced 
firiny from higher ground, but the Twenty- 
ninth pushed on, and the leading com- 
panies succeeded in gaining a position well 
up the glen, amid a thick pine forest. A 
hot skirmish then opened, the Afghans us- 
ing their artilery, while the remainder of 
the division, pushing on directly to. the 
front, came into action and replied by a 
sharp infantry and artillery fire. Evening 
was now far advanced, it was impossible 
properly to support the Twenty-ninth Na- 
tive Infantry, and the troops had been un- 
der arms since three a, m., 80 the General 
ordered the forces to retire to bivouac, On 
their way back the Twenty-ninth came un- 
der a heavy fire from the Afghans, who 
crowned the crags above and poured down 
a brisk fusilade. The Fifth Punjab In- 
fantry covered the retreat admirably, and 
the whole force ultimately biyouacked un- 
der the pass. There was, of necessity, 
much confusion in the camp. Our casual- 
ties are, Lieutenant Reid, of the Twenty- 
ninth, dangerously wounded ; about sixteen 
Sepoys killed and wounded, 


A NIGHT DEPLOYMENT. 


From the 28th to the 30th tho division 
halted to enable supplies to come up, The 
enemy’s position, very strong and impreg- 
nable in front, consisted of a high range of 
pine clad hills and precipitous cliffs. Tho 
road over the pass led through high com- 
manding hills. The enemy occupied a front 
of some seven miles, and numbered 4,000 
‘men. They had 24 guns, all placed on 
commanding pivots. The front was also 
strengthened by felling pine trees and erect- 
ing breastworks. They placed field artillery 


selves by firing long shots into the camp. 
The position having been thoroughly recon- 
noitred, General Roberts, on tho night of 
the Ist, made a march with tive regiments, 
four horse artillery guns, and a mountain 
battery, with a view to surprising and turn- 
ing the enemy’s left flank. A force was 
left in the camp to make a front attack and 
silence the guns in position. The moye- 
ment was well planned and ably carriod 
dut, despite the difficulties attending the 
night march. ‘The force moved duo south 
three miles, then turned up the bed of a 
torrent toward tho Spin-gawi Ketal, or crest 
under the main range; the 5th Goorkhas 
leading, next the 72nd Highlanders and the 
29th, with a mountain battery, a8 the as- 
saulting columo came at dawn unobserved 
on the enemy's intrenchments in a denso 
pine forest. As the day broke, a sharp roll 
of Sniders from the Goorkhas smote the 
Afghan line, and in a few minutes Major 
Fitzhugh and his gallant little Goorkhds 
had captured tho first line of the enemy's 
intrenchments, 
THE ENEMY GIVES WAY. 

The Seventy-second Highlanders and the 
Twenty-ninth Punjab infantry, pushing 
rapidly on, now gave material assistance, 
and before the sun was well up the whole 
of the enemy’s left flank was gained. Re- 
sistance, though short, was determined, the 
enemy leaving seventy dond on the ground. 
On our side poor Captain Kelso, of the 
artillery, was shot dead, and several Goor- 
khas and a number of the Soyenty-second 
Highlanders wore hit. Tho troops, aweep- 
ing through the intrenchments, collected 
on a wido plateau of the ridge to the left. 
The Twenty-ninth wero sent out to skir- 
mish through the pine forest and along the 
back-bone of tho ridge leading down to tho 
Pass, the Goorkhas and the Seventy-second 
Highlanders acting as support, with tho 
Second brigade in the rear. The object of 
the movement was to join hands with tho 
front attack from the camp, whence our 
Heavy guna and the Martini-Henrys of tho 
Bighth could be distinctly heard. Tho 
‘Dwenty-nith pressed on, and for a mile met 
no resistance, but on reaching the ridge 
overlooking the Kotal the enomy wore soon 
crowding up the slopes and foresta to tho 
right front, evidently with the object of 
cutting off our rear, A sharp skismish en- 
sued. Somo of tho Twenty-ninth pushed 
on to the enemy's ridge, But being over- 
whelmod by auperior numbers, had to fyll 
back a short distance, The Afghans were 
now in great force, ‘nd from nine to four 
our troops were sharply engaged. A battery 
then enfiladed the Afghan left flank, and

We nay ‘‘said to be,” because nothing 
definite has been miade known to confirm 
tho statement publicly made by Mr. Dick- 
son, though the fact that the Grand Trunk 
is to operate the line at least temporarily 
adds color tothe belief ; bat knowing that 
Mr, Dickson is a Director of the Grand 
Junction Railway Company, and haying 
faith in the acuteness of his perceptions: as 
well as his honesty of purpose, his assertion 
is entitled to considerable weight. Besides 
which, events certainly soem to be shaping 
themselves into the form which he prédicts 
they are about to take, 


The difficulty in connnection with the 
matter is how and of whom to procure the 
guarantees above indicated. It would bo 
usoless to ask it of the present Directors, as 
thoy need no binding to respect interosts 
which aro theirs as much as those of any 
other citizens in the community, and will 
be trac to Belleville while they have the 
control, whilet Mr. Bickford, whose inter- 
ost it is alleged the Grand Trunk is to pur- 
chase, might not be ina position to give a 
guarantes which would bind his successors 
in the ownership of his interest. Tho 
whole subject is fraught with diffioulty,and 
the only course which we can recommend 
is a prudent one,namely that, ifit be clear- 
ly ascortained that the control of tho rail- 
way can without doubt be retained in the 
hands of those citizens of Belleville who 
now hold it, the legalization of the bonus 
By-law be assisted, provided a satisfactory 
guarantoo of the nature above indicated bo 
given, and if not, that tho Legislature be 

asked to refuse its assent to any measure 
having that object in view. 
One other iden suggests itself, and that is 
© that,the Ontario Logislature might be nskod 
to change tle bonus into stock subscrip. 
tion, and to give to the Corporations of tho 
ity of Belleville and the County of Hast- 
ings conjointly the right to appoint six 
Directors, This would be but fair, as, the 
H County and the Company having amicably 
sottlod their difficulties, it would be noth- 
ing more than justice to yive to the 
two municipalitios taking stock in the on-

Teacuer’s Sauantes 1x THE U. Srates. 
—Boston pays women teachors the highest 
average salaries in the United States. They 
get $15.39 a week the year round with ten 
wevk's vacation. The women generally com- 
plain that they do not get the same pay for 
the same workthat men do, This is the 
case in the greater part of the country, but 
in some of the. Southern States, in Cali 
fornia, Iowa, Nevada, Arizona, and Idaho 
men and women get the same wages as 
teachers, In several cities this is also the 
case, St. Louis makes no distinction be- 
tween male and female teachers. In Maino 
the ratio is, men, $37 a month to women 
$18 ; in Pennsylvania, $41 to $34 ; Ohio, 
$60 to $44; Massachusetts, $88 to $35. In 
Michigan the average is $51.29 per month 
for men to $28.19 for women. In Detroit, 
however, meu and women are onthe same 
level as regards salary, but the women 
have a practical monopoly of the positions, 
and inthis respect have a biy advantugo 
over the men. There aro 236 lady teachers 


in the schools of Detroit, and only nine 
gontlemen. 


ComenciaL Txeary.—It was stated in 
a recent despatch that the American Min- 
jster at Vienna thought that a commoroial 
treaty might be obtained betwegn the Shah 
of Persia and the Government at Washing- 
ton which might be advantagous tothe latter, 
in the matter of cotton manufactures and 
other branches of trade. The whole exter- 
nal trado of Persia has been roughly set 
down at £4,000,000 sterling, of which £2,_ 
600,000 is ascribed to importa,and £1,500,. 
000 to exports. A diminution in the ex- 
ports of nearly £1,000,000 took place with 
in the past three or four years, in conse- 
quence of failure in silk production, the 
most important industry of the country. 
The imports to Persia consists chiefly of 
cotton and silk. manufactured goods and 
cloths, and the exports of raw silk and cot- 
ton, coarse calico, tobacco and opium. The 
calico is sont totho Russian ang Turkish 
markots. The diroct trade of Persia with 
Great Britain has hitherto been inconsider- 
able. In 1876 the exports to the latter 
country from Persia amountad to £63,384, 
and the imports from Great Britain to 
£71,067. The staploarticle of export from

Seasonable Topics.

Tho steps at the entrance to the butter 
market ought to be sprinkled with ashes, 
They are usually dangerously slippery in 
cold weather. 


The Management of Horses 


They should be fed in proportion to their 
work, An idle team may be wintered upon 
good hay alone; when working lightly a feed 
of grain at noon will be sufficient, with hay 
morning and night: With heavy work, ten 
quarts of ground corn and oats, and chaffed 
straw or corn-fodder will bein good feeding, 
and in many cases, for small horses, 
less will do. Good grooming is necessary 
for health in winter. Ground gypsum 
spread upon the floors will preyent the 
pungent odor common to stables, This vap- 
or of ammonia is hurtful to horses’ eyes, 
and the frequent cause of ophthalmia, and 
resulting in blindness, in which so many 
horses are troubled. Throw a few pailfuls 
of water upon the floor first, and then scat- 
ter around a shoyelful of gypsum. Fresh 
air should enter the stables at'the bottom 
and the air escape at the top. Make small 
sliding doors for ventilation, and coverthem 
with wire netting or laths to exclude yer- 
min, —Agriculturist.

Watering Cattle in Winter. 


It is certain that cattle suffer groatl, 
during tho winter by the insufficiency and 
quality of the water they receive as well 
as oy tho manner it is furnished to thom. 
In many cases they have nothing but ice- 
water to drink. It is pumped from a shal- 
low well into a trough, the interior of 
which is covered with ice, and as a matter 
of course, it soon becomes ef nearly the 
samo temperature, 

Many farmers only furnish their cattle 
water once a day during the coldest weath- 
or. They do not think it is best to expose 
them to thecold oftener than that, possi- 
bly for tho reason that they dislike to ex- 
pose themselves. During these severoly 
cold days the food of cattle is generally 
very dry—hay, atraw, and an occasional 
feed of chaff, bran, shorts, or meal. To 
digest these properly requires the presence 
of considerable water in the stomach, 

Cattle kopt on this kind of food and 

donied water for twenty-four hours are 
most likely to drink inordinately when 
thoy [gota chance. If the water is near 
the temperature of freezing they suffer 
greatly from the effects of it. They aro 
chilled internally by the water and oxter- 
nally by the cold air they encountered in 
going forit. In some cases they wade 
through snow drifts in going from the 
stable door to the watering trough, while 
in other cases they stood on ice or in ice- 
water while drinking. Colds and conges- 
tions often result from this chilling of the 
syatem, and if they do not, tho animals 
sustain minor injuries. Many dairymen 
now bring water into thoir barns for the 
purposo of watering their cows during the 
winter, It saves the exposure of cows to 
the inclement weather, and also saves the 
exposure of the persons who have the care 
of them. Some have a trough running the 
entire length of the cow manger, and others 
have a tank from which the cows can drink 
in turn as they are unloosed. 

There is a great advantage in supplying 
cattle with spring water, if it can -be pro- 
cured without too much expense. It is 
ordinarily of the most desired temperature 
both in winter and summer. A supply of 
spring water ina barn saves many steps, 
and much exposure of men and animals, 
Like good food, it helps cattle to lay on fat, 
and does much to insure a large yield of 
milk, If it is necessary to water cattle at 
a well, pains should be taken to prevent 
the formation of ice about the trough, and 
the accumulation of ice within it. The 
eagerness of thirsty cattle to get to water 
often causes them to slip on the ice and 
thus injure them. Evory watering trough 
should be supplied with a plug for drawing 
off the remains after the cattle have drank 
all they desire, Under the plug should be 
achute for conducting the water away. 
There are many advantages in having the 
pump and trough under an open shed. 


The New Horse Shoe, 


The English Agricultural and other press 
are in raptures over the Yates horse-shoo, 
constructed of cow-hide. It is composed 
of three thicknesses.of cow-hide, compress- 
ed into a steel mold, and then subjected 
to achemical preparation. It is claimed 
for it that it lasts much longer and weighs 
only one-fourth as much as the common 
iron shoes ; that it never cause the hoof to 
split, nor havo the least injurious influence 
on the foot. It requires no calks; even 
on asphalt the horse never slips. The 
shoe is so elastic that the horse's step is 
lighter andsurer. It adheres so closely to

the foot that neither dust or water can 
penetrate between the shoe and hoof. If 
al) that is claimed for it be true, the new 
hide shoe, will prove a great improvement 
upon the old, The ides, however, is by 
no means a new one. At the time of the 
Roman and Carthaginian wars it was afre- 
quent practice among cavalry officers to 
bind the feet of their horses with raw cow- 
hide, to protect them from injury during 
an engagement, : 


Preserying Timber. 


_ The improvementsin saturating wood and 
timber invented by H. Saintsbury,of Paris, 
in employing asolution formed in the rela- 
tive approximate proportions of water, one 
thousand litres; alum, sixteen kilos; sul- 
phate of copper, sixteen kilos; bromide of 
sodium, one kilo, and iodide of sodium,one 
kilo,—For the purpose of the invention he 
prefers placing the timber or wood to bo 
treated in aclose vessel, from which he 
draws off all the air, and in which he im- 
mediately injects the above mentioned 
liquid with a pressure varying from fifteen 
pounds to one hundred and fifty pounds to 
tho inch. Itis stated that wood thus in- 
jected not only acquires thereby a cousider- 
able degree of hardness, whereby it is bet- 
tor fitted to resist wear, and tear, friction, 
exposure to the atmosphere and deterior- 
ating causes, but it is also rendered com- 
pletely incombustible. — Builder.

‘The Prayers of Mothers. 


Not long since two gentlemen wero relating 
to each other some parts of their early experi- 
ence, and their allusions to influence of their 
Christian mothers, and especially to the pray- 
ers of those mothers, were too interesting and 
instractive to be lost.’ z 

One of them said, ‘*I lost my father when 
I was'very young, and Iwas taken into the 
family of a near relative who gaye me a home, 
But my praying mother still lived ; and she 
not only prayed constantly for me, but when- 
ever 1 visited or saw her she would pray with 
mo, most earnestly, that I might be indeed a 
child of God; and, oh,” he said, ‘*I could 
stand anything but those prayers ‘of my 
mother. ‘They gave mo no rest or peace till I 
gave myself to the Saviour, The writings of 
Paine and Voltaire were placed before me, 
and I was led continually to vain and triflin 
amusembnts, and into various forms of evil, 
but’ my mother’s prayers would haunt me 
still, and by them, more than any other 
agency, I was led to the cross of Christ.” 

“That,” said the other, ‘‘was also tho 
way with me. Many a tine whon, in college 
life, I was tempted to evil, the thought of my 
mother’s prayers kept mo from yielding to 
temptation, and led me to improve my oppor: 
tunities for study, and to a life of careful 
morality. And at last, iow revival of religion, 
I was led, I doubt not sin answer to these 
prayers, to seck an, interest in the great salva- 
tion, and finally to devote ny life to the work 
of the Gospel ministry.” 

Both, these friends wefe converted after 
‘they had grown up to manhood ; and both 
traced their conversion mainly to the influ- 
ence of their mothers’ prayers. Their experi- 
ence—their persistence in sin and imponitence 
for so many years, and their change through 
Divine grace to holy living, ono of them be- 
coming a faithful minister of the Gospel, and 
the other an active, earnest layman—seems to 
say to every mother, “ Pray on! pray on !

in penitence and fuith to the Saviour, whose 
faithful disciple ho has been down to his pre- 
sont old ago, when every day he is looking 
forward ton mecting with that mother in 
heaven !

Average cost $40.20,—Belleville being 
thus $15.30 per pupil below the average. 

Taking the number of pupils actually in 
attendance and the amount of teachers’ 
salaries por head in tho same places, 
the comparison is still more largely 
in favor of Belleville. The average 
in the Public schools was $3.85 per hoad ; 
in Belleville $3,44, or 41 cents below the 
average. In the High Schools the average 

‘was $27.57 ; in Belloville $17.60, or $9.97 
below the average. Tho salaries paid also 
averaged much lower in Belleville than in 
tho other places named. 

These official returns form the most com- 
plete vindication of the members of the 
Board of Education, as in every instance 
the cost per head per pupil in our schools 
is below the average—in some cases very 
greatly so. We could give further details, 
all showing the same general results, but 
that is probably unnecessary, as the above 
is sufficiently convincing of the fact, al- 
though the school tax is high, it is not so 
in comparison with the rate in other muni- 
cipalities, whilst on the score of efficiency 
our schools compare fayorably with those 
of any other municipality in the Province. 
With such an exhibit in their favor, the 
members of the Board of Education may 
woll court criticism of their conduct, and 
invite discussion on the same before tho 
public,

TO MANITOBA BY RAIL, 


No, IL 
To the Editor of the Intelligencer, 

Wo draw the curtain and peep out from 
our comfortable bed through the grey dawn 
of morning and find ourselves still rushing 
onward through a well settled agricultural 
district. Tho farm buildings throughout 
tho Stato of Wisconsin aro nearly all frame, 
and although many of them are on an ex- 
tensive scalo and of neat, tasty stylo of 
architecturo, they do not present the sot- 
sled, substantial and comfortable appear- 
ance of the solid brick and stone home- 
steada of onr Ontario farmers. One thing 
apparent to the Canadian traveller through 
these Western States is that wherever a 
really pictureaque site for a homestead, or 
some fine plateau, overlooking a beautiful 
lake or stream, and surrounded by native 
forest trees occurs, there some wealthy 
Yankee magnate is sure to erect a palatial 
residence, with fine outbuildings and beau- 
tifully fitted grounds, 

in passing along through these Western 
cities and towns, an occasional maimed and 
crippled victim of the late civil war is to 
be seen at stations, minus a leg or an arm, 
dressed in ‘the faded coat of blue,” with 
small glazen peaked cap, long cape, blue 
overcoat, peddling apples or some other 
little nic-nacks by which he may turn over 
an honest penny, We find on making in- 
quiries from our conductor, that the train 
‘We aro on does not connect with that of the 
Northern Pacific and consequently we will 
be obliged to wait over ten hours in 

SAINT PAUL, 

the capital of Minnesota, Theheavy snow 
fall alluded to in Michigan, Illinois and 
Wisconsin, has evidently not visited here, 
‘as the streets are quite bare although the 
weather is intensely cold. Nearly every 
man we meet is protected by a Buffalo over- 
coat. The skins are procured a short dis 
tance from here, in Montana, at such 
reasonable rates that a good coat, well lined, 
collar and cufis faced with beayer, may be 
purchased for $16, 

We put up at the ‘‘ Merchants’,” an ele- 
gant hetel, with élevator, and all modern 
improvements, and conducted in the Amer- 
ican style. Breakfast over, we spent two 
or three hours in driving through the prin- 
cipal streets and visiting chief places of in- 
terest, then called upon the Mer==<-4.nitw 
clerk, both of whom we found affable, and 
anxious to furnish strangers with full de- 
tails of any information required respecting 
the city. 

THE TERRITORY OF MINNESOTA 

was organized in 1849, and the bill creating 
it located the capital at St. Paul, A single 
bark-roofed hut then formed its only civil- 
ized Jandmark, Tho first white child was 
born in 1841, and is now only 37 years of 
age, hale and hearty. In 1858, twenty 
years ago, wild ducks were shot by 
the Indians on marshes where now stand 
large, durable blocks of stone warehouses 
and the homes! of thousands of people. 
The population of the capital is now esti- 
mated at 42,000; but the people do more 
boasting and make more noise than an or- 
dinary population of 150,000 unpretentious 
Canadians, St. Paul is to Minnesotaites 
what Boston is to the people of Maasachu- 
sotts—the hub around which everything 
else moves. All the enterprise and busi- 
ness ability of the nation are, in the esti- 
mation of its citizens, centred here. In 
the language of Davy Crockett, ‘they can 
jump higher, run faster, dive deeper, and 
come out dryer than any other class of 
men,” 


THE OROWTH O¥ THE CITY © 
has no doubt been marvelous, It has 
many natural advantages, situated as it is 
800 miles north of St. Louis, at the head of 
navigation on the Mississippi river, and 
having all the advantages of eight railways 
passing through it, which are branching 
out, pushing forth their iron arma in overy 
direction, to keep pace with the develop- 
ment of the country and the rapid increase 
of its population. 
THY STATE OF BUSINESS 
in an agricultural district like this is much 
hotton than furthar east. Tha raturnaof 
the merchants of the city as reported by the 
Chamber of Commerce shows an’ excess in 
trade over last year of over 100 per cont, 
We spent an hour or two listening to the 
discussions at the meeting of the great 
HARBOR AND LAKE IMPROVEMENT CON- 
YENYION, 

now convened here for the purpose of in- 
augurating a union of the people of the 
Mississippi Valloy with those of tho lake 
regions, for the purpose of preparing a 
river and harbor bill, and forcing upon 
Congress the improvement of river and 
lake navigation. The large opera house 
was completely filled with deloyations from 
Cleveland, Buffalo, Oswego, Albany, Ohi- 
cago, Madison, Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Dakota and other places. This potition 
will be for the dredging of the Sault Ste 
Mario, Detroit, and Mississippi rivers, for 
the speedy completion of a superior harbor 
at Duluth and for tho immediate prose- 
cntion of the improvements on St. Mary's 
river and canal. The people are thorough- 
ly aroused to the nocessity of open markots 
and cheap transportation, by means of the 
lake water route through to the sca.

Sidney's Letter of no Date. 


Mr. Forror,—I have taken no notice of 
“Sidnoy’s” first two productions on the state 
of affairs in the County, nor should I now but 
for the personal attacks on myself, 

I would first ask ‘‘ Sidney,” would he not 
like to be the Reeve of Thurlow,—does he not 
live somewhere near Thurlow,—is not “‘ Sid+ 
ney” an alias for Thurlow? But whether it is 
80 or not, I shall deal with his remarks in ref- 
erence to the Grand Junction affair. ‘Sidney’ 
tries to throw the onus of that transaction 
entirely on me; he states: ‘‘I [he) here al- 
lude to the extraordinary action of Mr, Flint 
in selling $35,000 of J, G. R. stock for $1, an 
act which every busincas,taxpayer in tho 
County will condemn, The consequence of 
the sale was that two lawsuits ensued, entail- 
ing about $2,000 costs on the County; the 
stock was declared to belong to the County ; 
and the sale declared void by the Court. By 
& seltlement with the Company the costa were 
saved to the County, and the County had to 
borrow $15,000 to pay the Company.” Now 
Sir, what are the facts? The Grand Junction 
board made a call of $5,000 on the County 
stock after the same meeting of the County 
Council (in 1873). .I was called on by the 


Secretary of the Company twice, if not threo 
times, for aD Orger ul wu Chomouree LUE be 


amount; T plainly told him I had no authority 
from the Council to give the money. Ata 
meeting of-the Board—I think in the forepart 
of September, but am not quite certain—I 
was taken to task by one of the members bf 
the Board because I would not give the order. 
I stated I had no authority todo so, but I had 
no doubt when the Council met on the second 
Tuesday of October that the order would be 
given, but that I would uot take it upon my.

the Council, and felt it my duty to call the 
Council togethor the latter part of September, 
for their instructions, 

The Counoll was called and « Committee 
appointed to meet at the Shire Hall andl 
mot.with them, At that mooting I Inid all 
tho facts before the Committee, as also the 
opinion obtained, and asked them to report 
to the Council the next day, Thos, Wills, 
Esq., Clerk, was present. I neither dictated 
to nor directed the Committes, but left the 
mattor entirely in their hands, stating that I 
wished to have the matter in sucha state that 
the Council ehould give mo instructions for 
my guidance, so that I would not come in 
collision with the Board, as no doubt other 
calls would, bo mado, Ican safely say Idid 
not advise tho stock to be sold, nor did I

The Ameer’s Retreat to Russia. 


Offers of Cabulese Assistance. 


Lonpon, Jan. 4.—The Viceroy of India 
telegraphed on Deo, 31 details of the Ameer’s 
withdrawal from Cabul. The Ameer held o 
Durbar on Dec, 10, when it was resolved after 


the fall of Ali Musjaa ana Tretwar no further 


reliance could be placed on bis troops or resis- 
tance offered, The Amece therefore conclud- 
ed to seek Russian protection, and place bis 
caso before a European congress, leaving 
Yakoob Khan, his son, in charge. Yakoob 
was released tho same day, and an oath ad- 
ministered that he should do as tho Ameer 
directed, Tho Ameor left Cabul Dec. 13th, 
and his authority had almost disappeared.

The following lumber notes wo clip from a 
Muskegon, Mich,, paper, and will bo read 
with intoront : 

The manufacturing season at Muskegon 
closed on the 17th of Docember, 

The mills shut down, not because of bad 
weather or shortage of logs, but because their 
docks were filled from one end to the other 
with lumber. 

Tho last of the fa'l drive of logs reached 
Muskegon about s month ago, and contains 
nearly 40,000,C00 fect. 

Threo now milla will be added, and it is 
confidently appsces that noxt season's cut 
will be upwards of four hundred and_ fifty 
million foot. _ 

The amount of lumber now cross-piled on 
the sevoral mill docks on this lake is, from 
tho very best information to be had at present, 
about seventy-two million foet—four-fifths 
more than was ever piled at any one time on 
our docks before. 

Notwithstanding the unfavorable winter 
for logging ; tho season has been a P rous 
ono for the manufacturers, who as we showed 
Jast week, aro making the most gigantic pro- 
parations for this winter's logging.

The writ for St 
Hyacinthe county has not yet been issued, 
and the constituency remains unrepresent- 
ed. Tho reason is not far to seck. The 

late member, Hon. Mr. Bachand, was 
elected by a majority of 64, and within 
fifteen days after his lection Mr. Justice 
Sicotte, struck from the list the names 
of 80 of those who had voted for the late 
Treasurer, Thus the Government party 
would bo placed in a  iminority 
should an election at once take place, 
At the general election'in September a 
Concervative was elected to the Dominion 
Houso of Commons by a small majority, 
and the electors of the county claim that 
the new election for the Local Legislature 
should take place under the present list, 
but Mr, Letellicr and his Ministry have 
decided that the election shall be deferred 
until March noxt, when the list shall have 
been revised. In order to accomplish this 
" manosuyre a writ is prepared, signed by the 
Speaker, but not dated. The Quebec olection 
law provides that, within forty days after 
tho issue of a writ fora new election, the 
nomination must take place, and the date 
of such nomination to be fixed by the Lieu- 
tenant-Goyernor-in-Council, But the Writ 
cannot be issued until it is dated. Speaker 
Turcotte had promised that he would sign 
the writ, which he has done ; but while he 
literally fulfils his promise, ho practically 
does not, for he omits the essence of it— 
the date. Moanwhile the Government 
shower honors on him, and create him a 
Queen’s Counsel.”

Thea T.ate Prinnoss Alling 


LORD BEACONSFIELD’S REFERENCE TO THE 
EVENT IN THE HOUSE OF LORDS, 


The Earl of Beaconsfield said—My 
Lords, when I last had the honor of ad- 
dressing you it was on the warm con- 
trovorsy of public life. I had no idea that 
before we dispersed I should have again 
to appeal to your lordships, It ig upon a 
subject on which there will be unanimity ; 
but, alas! itistho unanimity of sorrow. 
(Hear, hear.) My Lords, you are too well 
awaro that a great calamity has fallen on 
the Royal Family of this realm. A Princess 
who loved us, though sho left us, and who 
always yisited her Fatherland with delight 
—one of those women the brightness of 
whose being adorns society and inspires the 
circle in which they live—had been sam-

You, my 
Lords, who knew her life well, can recall 
the agonizing hour when she attended the 
dying bed of hor illustrious father, who had 
sketched out hor studies and formed her 
tastes. You can recall, too, the moment 
when she attended herroyal brother at a 
time when the hopes of England seemed to 
depend upon his life; and now 


you can remember too well that the|* 


whole of her own family having been 
stricken down by a malignant disease, she 
has been to them the angel of the house, 
till at last her own yital power has perhaps 
been exhausted, and she has fallen, My 
Lords, there is something wonderfully pite- 
ous in the immediate cause of her death. 
Tho physicians who permitted hor to guard 
oyer her suffering family enjoined her in no 
circumstances whatsoever to be tempted 
into an embrace. Her admirable self-ro- 
straint carried hor through the crises of 
these terrible complaints in safoty, and she 
remembered and observed the injunctions 
of the physicians ; hut it booame hor lot to 
break to her son, quite a youth, the death 
of his youngest sister, to whom he was de- 
votedly attached, and the boy was so oyer- 
come with misery that the agitated mothor 
claspod him in her arms and received the 
kiss of death. My lords, I hardly know a 
subject more pathetic which poets might 


commemorate, or which professors of 
the fine arts, from the highest to 
the lowest branches, whether it be 
Painting, sculpture, or gems, might 
find more fitting to commemorate, ly 
lords, it is impossible to forget at this 


moment the suflerings of the husband whom 
she has left behind,and of the childron who 
were so deyoted to her. But our imme- 
diate duty is to offer our condolence to one 
whose happiness or whose sorrow always 
excites ond commands the loyalty and 
affoctionate respect of this House. Hear, 
hear.) Upon Her Majesty a great griof has 
fallen, which none but Her Majesty, none 
but the Queen, can so completely and acutely 
feol. Seventoon years ago Her Majesty ox- 
porienced the crushing sorrow of her lifo, 
Thon she was particularly sustained by the 
daughter whom she has lost, who assisted 
hor in her Jabors, and aided hor by her pre 
sonco and counsel. Hor Majesty now fools 
that the cup of sorrow has not been Ox- 
hausted. I feol that it is impossible to uso 
any language which can express tho conao. 
lation which wo could wish we could extend 
to our Sovereign.

On this subject L, E, Brown read an os- 
say bofore the Kentucky Wool Growers’ 
Aasociation, in which ho specified tho five 
following broeda of sheep as the purest bred 
and mdést profitable to use in breeding a 
flock :— 

1. The merino isa breed originally Span- 
ish, but now generally existing over Europe 
and tho United States, and very extensively 
in Australia, Tho merino has large limbs, 
tho skin of the neck is loose and pendulous, 
the cheeks and forehead bearing wool : the 
fleece is fine, long, soft and twisted in silk- 
en ringlots, abounding in oil, which attracts 
dust, gives it a dingy appearance until 
cone after which it is silky and white, 
This variety fattons slowly, and is valuable 
mainly for the excellence of its wool. 

2. The Leicester sheep is regarded in 
Europe as one of the most valuable of the 
long wools, This breed in the present im- 
proved condition is tho result of tho skill 
and care of Mr. Bakewell, of England, who 
soon after the middle of tho last century, 
began to make experiments for the improve- 
ment of the old Leicester sheep. Tho new 
Leicester, or present breed, has wool mod- 
erately long and of better quality, woigh- 
ing eight pounds, and is easily made yery 
fat. Thecolor is white, and both sexegare 
harmless, with pale face tinged with blue, 
and low carriago. Other breeds of long 
wools in England have been greatly im- 
proved by crossing with this. 

3. The Lincolnshire is a large, bony ani- 
mal, takes long to mature, has a long, flat 
head quite bare of wool, with a good fleece, 
rather thin, slightly kinky, with some gloss, 
4, Tho Southdown is one of tho most 
pennies breeds, both in England and the 
nited States. They are exceedingly neat 
in form, both in head and/body, with gray 
face and logs well coyered with wool, the 
fleece short, thick and soft, the outer sur- 
face often appearing as smooth as though 
nicely'clipped. This breed stands atthe head 
of all breeds for superior table qualities, 
but does not rank so high for quantity and 
quality of wool. 
5, The most important and yaluable of 
all breeds of sheep;is the Cotswold or Glou- 
cester, the wool of which has been held in 
great esteem since the fourteenth century, 
aud thas generally commanded a higher 
fae than any other. In 1424 Edward 
‘I, of England sent a present of them to 
John of Arragon. So the Cotswolds date 
back toa right honorable age and right 
royal patrons. But in modern times the 
Cotswolds have been greatly improved by 
crossing with the Leicester, producing a 
shorter wool and better mutton than in 
former times. The Cotswold of to-day has 
along, straight body, well rounded ribs, 
dianing on, down, good, full twist, broad, 
flat back, full and low in brisket, a neat, 
stylish head, broad between the eyés, neat-

Heaves and Poll-Hvil. ' 


The symptoms of heaves ‘are so well 
marked that there is very little difficulty, 
says the Inter-Ocean, experienced in recog- 
nizing the disease. The affected animal 
heaves at the flanks, or rather performs 
what is known as abdominal respiration by 
bringing into play at the moment of oxpir- 
ation the abdominal muscles for the pur- 
pose of aiding the lungs and diaphr. in 
the function of expiration and respiration. 
‘Tho disease may be defined aa boing great 
difficulty of breathing, continuous, aggra- 
vated by dust on theroad, musty hay, im- 
proper proyender, impure air and sudden 
atmospheric changes: On applying the ear 
in tho region of the bronchi, er the upper 
part of tho chest, a wheezing sound of re- 
spiration is heard. These symptons, to- 
gether with the heaving motion of the 
flanks, constitute the disease known as 
heaves. When the disease is merely func- 
tional, that is tosay, brought on by feeding 
musty hay, oats, &c., it may be completely 
eradicated by prudent feeding. Select oats 
and hay free from dust, must, and allother 
impurities, and feed regularly three times a 
day only, in limited quantities. In bad 
cases it is a good idea to wash the oats, and 
let them drain ona sieve, before feeding 
them ; with this precaution all dust is sure 
to be removed. The hay may be well 
shaken and sprinkled with salt and, water, 
and should bo fed at nightonly. Second, 
—Poll-evil is invariably the consequence of 
an abscess forming within the burse 
mucose of the poll, and extending down- 
ward. Sometimes sinuses form under- 
neath the cellular attachments of the cery- 
ical ligament,and unless early checked they 
extend to the ligamentous articulations 
which connect the head with the neck. 


This malady is sometimes occasioned by 
hanging back in the stall, and thus forcibly 
pinching the poll between the halter and 
the bones of the neck. Blows also act in 
the same manner, given either by the horse 
himself in rising, or received by knocking 
his head against a low doorway when leay- 
ing or entering the stables, or inflicted by 
brutal chastisement with the butt end of a 
whip. Tho inflammation which follows all 
injuries of the above character is in pro- 
portion to the extent of the injury. If 
moderate, resolution may take place, in 
which caso the animal recovers without 
much inconvenience ; but, if the injury 
should be violent and the ligamentous parts 
have become injured,resolution noyer takes 
place. On the contrary, from the vital 
powers of these parts being comparatively 
small, an unhealthy inflammation follows, 
from which circumstance it is that we never 
meet with healthy pus from poll-evil, but 
rather its opposite—a. thin, sanious dis- 
charge, or sometimes a more glairy one. 
The treatment of poll-evil will depend on 
its nature andits extent. Ifit be the ear- 
ly state of abscess, whether it happens to 
be deep or superficial, we must first open it 
freely, and then endeayor to promote the 
healing process, Should the abscess not 
be fully formed we should use remedies to 
bring it to maturity, which end will be best 
attained by u mild blistor rubbed over tho 
abscess as often as may be necessary till a 
fluctuation is found on one side or the other, 
when the tumor should be freely o ened, 
with a depending orifice so as to allow a 
free evacuation of the contents. This may 
be done by the introduction of a seton, first 
inserting the needle in the middle of the 
tumor and passing it out at the moat’ de- 
ponding part, An excellent injection for 
sinuses is made of chloride of zino and 
water—ono drachm of the former to ono 
pint of the latter.

Distribution "of Money to 
Afghan Tribos. 


New York, Jan. 7. 

A Herald's Tashkend, Turkestan, special 
reports that Gon. Kauflmanun has received 
from Afghanistan a letter from Gen. Ras- 
gonoff, annoucing that Rasgonoff has left 
Oabul with Shere Ali and his battalions for 
the Russian frontier. The Ameer sent 
letters to all the English Generals, saying 
he had loft full powers of Government with 
his son Yakoob Khan, who had been direct- 
ed to decline all negotiations with the in- 
vaders, and that he was on his way to St.

The following draft of an Act proposed | 
to bo introduced into the Ontario Logisla- 
ture at its forthcoming session was preacut- 
od for consideration : 


AN ACT RESPECTING THE GRAND JUNCTION 


RAILWAY COMPANY, 


Wuenras tho Corporation of the City of 
Belleville passed a By-law on the Lith day of 
December, 1876, granting further aid by way 
of bonus, to the extent of $50,000, to the 
Grand Junction Railway Compaoy, on tho 
conditions in the said By-law,contained ; and 
whereas the said Corporation have by a re- 
solution passed on the 4th day of October, 
1878, extended the time for the fulfilment of 
the said conditions and have otherwise varied 
the same; and whereas the said Company have 
by their Petition prayed that the said resol- 
ution may be sanctioned and legalized and 
that other amendments in the Acts relating to 
the said Company may bo mado, and it is ox- 
ediont to grant the prayer of the said 
Petition ; 

Toernrore, Her Majesty, by and with tho 
consent of the Legislative Assombly of the 
Province of Ontario, enacts as follows : 

1. Tho said Bonus of $50,000 granted to 
the said Railway Company by the Corporation 
of tho City of Bolloville, shall bo payablo as 
follows :—Ono half thereof on the completion 
of tho lino of the said Railway to tho water's 
edge at the village of Hastings and its equip- 
ment to that village in the manner and stylo 
provided for in the said By-law for the equip: 
mont of the said Railway to the Town of 
Peterborough, and the other half of the eaid 
Ronus shall be payable upon the completion 
and equipment of theline to the Town of 
Potorborough, provided always that tho said 
Railway shall be completed to the Village of 
Hastings in the manner aforesaid by the first 
day of August, 1879. 
2. Tho time for the completion of the said 
Railway to the Town of Peterboro’ as provid- 
ed for by the said By-law is hereby extended 
to the first day of January, 1850. 
8 The Corporation of the City of Bello- 
villo may by resolution to be passed by the 
Council thereof exténd the time for comple- 
tion of the said Railway to Hastings and 
Poterborough to such later date or dates as 
may be thought proper, 
4. Tho ssid By-law, subject to the altera- 
tions herein. provides for, is hereby declared 
legal and valid. 
5. The said Railway Company is hereby 
authorized and empowered to enter intoan 
agreement for tho amalgamation of tho said 
Company with the Bellovile and North Hast- 
ings Railway Company or for acquiring tho 
line of Railway or any part thereof of the 
said last mentioned Company or of any other 
Railway Company whose line may join or 
connect with the line of the said Grand Junc- 
tion Railway Coripany, together with tho 
property, privileges and franchise of such 
other company belonging to such part of dts 
line as may be so acquired on such terms and 
conditions as may be defined by the agree- 
ment under the last of tho said companies en- 
tering into such agreement, which shall be 
ratified and approved of by a majority of the 
stockholders present or represented at a gen- 
eral meeting called for the purpose of copsid- 
ering such agreements, which shall be valid 
and binding on the several companies enter- 
ing into the same after such ratification and 
approval. 
6, Tho time named in section 1 of tho Act 
assed in the 89th year of the reign of Her 
afeaty, chapter 71, for the completion of the 
said line of railway to the Village of Camp- 
bellford, is hereby extended to the Ist day of 
‘August, 1879, and the said section is hereby 
amended by substituting the last mentioned 
date for the term of eighteen months from the 
passing of the said Act, and subject to such 
amendment the provisions of the said section 
are hereby declared valid and binding. 

7. The Corporations of the Village of Hast- 
ings and of the Townships of Poroy and 
Asphodel are hereby authorized and empower- 
ed by resolutions to be passed by the respec- 
tive Councils of the raid Corporations to make 
tho several bonuses granted by them respec- 
tively to the said Railway Company, payablo 
when the said line is completed and in running 
order to the Village of Hastings. 

8, And whereas tho several municipalities 
hereinafter mentioned have granted bonuses 
to the anid line as follow, viz.: 

The County of Poterboro, seventy-five 
thousand dollars. Tho County of Hastings, 
fifty thousand dollara, The City of Belleville 
fifty thousand dollars. The Township of Sey- 
mour, thirty-five thousand dollars, The vil- 
Inge of Stirling, five thousand dollars. Tho 
Township of Rawdon, ten thousand dollars. 
The Townehip of Peroy, five thousand dollars. 
The Villago of Hastings, five thousand dollars. 
The Township of Asphodel, threo thousand 
dollars, it is hereby declared that the above 
named Bonuses are and shall be legal and 
binding on the said Municipalities respect- 
ively, and that the said Company shall be en- 
titled to ask forand receive said bonuses, 
when the line shall be completed,

the following proposed Act, which is to be 
brought before the Legislature :

On this subject (the propagation of disease) 

tho Professor's romarks, and the writings of 

other hygeists, tond to the following con- 

clusions :— 

1. Cholera (p. 4) is conveyed by means of 

bedding or clothing, by impure water, or by 

“nome specific contagion.” 

2. Typhus Fevor (p. 4) and Plague (p. 5) 
‘an intenaified form of Typhus—are pro- 
pagated in a similar mannor, 

3, Small Pox (p. 6) and Scarlatina (p. 7)— 
‘which beara the same relation to Small 
Pox that Typhus does to tho Plague,” aro 
communicated through the air, by contact 
with the skin, by inoculation, by linen, 
woollen, and cotton fabrics, and eyon by 
walls, doors, and articles of furniture, 

4, In Diphthoria (p. 7) the poison is con- 
veyed in tho form of the germs or seeds, al 
ready, referred to, which are inhaled with the 
air, and, attacking the throat, ‘‘ causo a pro 
fuso growth of small yogetable organisms” 
alroady described, 

5. In Typhoid Fever (p. 8) it is communi- 
cated “* by means of these same germs or 
seeds) in the water wo drink, or in the air we 
breathe, 

Let us now turn our attention to tho Inst 
named discaso—typhoid fever. Prof. Bell re- 
marks (p. 9); ‘*This diseaso bas been em- 
phatically called ‘the drainage fever,’ Every 
case of epidemic which has been traced to its 
source has been clearly shown to have origin- 
‘ated from the mixture of sewerage with water 
or other liquids used for drinking or domestio 
purposes.” Dr, Parkes tao, of Netley, Eng- 
land, as quoted by Prof. Bell, stated that ‘in 
twenty-three instances of epidemic by typhoid 
he has traced the cause to this source.” And 
yet it may dono harm to add that very able 
medical writers hold that in addition to this 
yery common mode of propagation it may also 
be conveyed by exhalations, arising from de- 
fects in water-closcts or privies, the air thus 
contaminated being afterwards inspired. In- 
deed Prof. Bell quotes John M, Fox, the 
medical officer of the Cockermouth Union, 
England, as saying, ‘‘typhoid fover is always 
associated with absorption into the system of 
pollution, either in air or water.” It will be 
useful here to introduce two or three of the 
illustrations so jndiciously brought together 
by our author to enforce his warnings :— 

‘In 1867 two striking examples wore inves- 
tigated and reported upon by the medical of- 
ficers of the Privy Council. At the village of

Ferling, in Essex, there was a sudden out- 
break of typhoid'fever in the month of Decem- 
ber, and in the course of three months upwards 
of 260 cases, 41 of which were fatal, occurred 
in a population of 900, Dr. Thorne, who was 
employed by her Majesty's Privy Council to 
inquire into the circumstances, found the peo-

—The shipments of barley from Ontario to 
Oswego during 1878 were 2,911,806 bushels, 
as compared with 3,912,153 bushels in 1877 
and 3,122,016 the previous year. 

—A letter from Gaspe, of tho 2nd instant, 
says tho weather is very mild and fine on tho 
coast, There is no ice, and nayigation is as 
open as in summer. Snow is much wanted for 
sleighing and work in the woods. 

—Superintendent O'Neill, of the Dominion 
Police Force, Ottawa, was, on the 7th inst., 
seriously injured whilst firing off a cannon at 
his residence, Island Park, It is feared that 
he will lose his eye-sight through the acci- 
dent. 

—A Paris despateh says if the Bey of Tunis 
does not accord satisfaction by Thursday, the 
French Consul is instructed to withdraw, and 
six ironclads, with transports, will immediately 
Jeave Toulon for Tunis, All the Powers ap- 
prove of the attitude of France, It is thought 
Italy is more reserved than others, 

A sugar beet factory is to bo started at 
Gibson, N. B., in the spring at the lower 
side of the Nashwaak bridge and near the 
mouth of that stream. The affair will be 
run by a stock company with a capital of 
$40,000. 


A New Licnr.—Not long since, Prof. Mor- 
ton published an article on the electric light, 
jn which he took the ground that holders of 
gas company stock need not to be frightened 
at any discoveries that might be made. The 
Professor now suggests that the future light 
for the million will not be electric, but phos- 
phorescent, He says that a cheap compound 
of lime and sulphur has the property of ab- 
sorbing light by day and giving it out at 
night—a sort of light phonograph, as it were. 
Who knows but the time will come when & 
little whitewash on the walls of our dwellings 
will radiate all the light we need, and gas, 
kerosene, electric, and other sort of stock will 
not be worth a fig? 


A RuMARKABLY SratemeNt.—The New 
York Herald records a remarkable statement 
made by Dr. C. B. White, who has resided 
in New Orleans since 1853. He said that 
the yellow fever travelled from any known 
centre exactly at the rato of forty feet a day, 
and he had become perfectly satisfied by per. 
sonal experience that if the infected place 
could be entirely encircled by disinfectants 
until the enclosure itself could be thoroughly 
fumigated, it would be impossible for the dis- 
case to epread Ha anid the prantion hitherbe 
had been to follow after the fever with disin- 
fectants, not meet it. He further said that 
while he was Prosidont of the Board of Health 
a method was adopted by blowing sulphurdous 
gas through the holds of vessels by means of 


an apparatus which he described, and in no 
instance was this known to fail in controlling 
the disease,

contact with sowers and cess-pools, and that 
the outbreak happened -immediatély after the 
riso of the water in some of tho wells which 
had been nearly dry, and had consequently 
been unused for some time,” 

On this case 1 may remark : 

Ist. The ‘three months” mentioned just 
include the winter,—so that we aro not safe 
during that season. 

2nd. We have in Belleville many wells that 
aro often “left unused for some time,” and 
therefore may be dangerous, 

$rd. No health officers aro employed by the 
Canadian Government to look aftersuch things. 
Is lifo less valuable here? 

The second example given is this :— 

* At Guildford, in Surrey, a still more evi. 
dent caso was presented. A new well had 
been sunk for the supply of the higher part of 
the town ; and water from this well had been 
Supplied to 330 houses on the 17th of August, 
‘or one day only. On the 28th of the same 
month there were several cases of typhoid 
fever in those houses, all of which are situated 
inthe highest and healthiest part of the town; 
and the number increased until there were 
500 casen in all, and 21 deaths. Of the cases 
which occurred in August and September, all 
but three were persons who had drunk of the 
water of the new well on tho 17th of August. 
On examination it was found that a sewerran 
within ten feet of the well, that the joints of 
the masonry had been leaking,and that the fon! 
material which escaped had saturated tho soi 
above the spring from which the well was 
supplied, and had consequently impregnated 
the water to a poisonous extent,” 

It will be observed that in this case the uso 
of the water for a single day led to 500 cases 
of typhoid fever and 21 deaths, which seem to 
occured in “the highest and healthiest part of 
the town,”’ The Professor next quotes, from 
the ‘Sanitary Journal” of Toronto (which he 
he strongly recommends), tho following case 
from a record kept by the same Jno, M. Fox 
mentioned above :— 


“Nov. 5th,.—Six cases of typhoid fever at 
Little Clifton, tbree vf which terminated 
fatally ; confined to one farm-houso and ad- 
joining cottages. No other cases in the vil- 
Inge. No bistory of importation or infection. 

Vater not polluted. Privy thirty yards from 
the house and separated by a garden. Cause 
supposed to be a large collection of liquid 
manure and washings of the cattle, excrement 
in tho farm-yards, closo to the house.” Here 
follows Mr. Fox’s remark already quoted, 
‘Typhoid fever is always associated with ab- 
sorption into the system of pollution, either

THE MENNONITES. 

A bandof German Quakerz from southern 
Russia received a grant of eight townships 
on the east of Red river, near the south 
line of the Province, and seventeen town- 
ships on the west side, seven of which bor- 
dor on the international boundary line, and 
sottled thereon in 1875, They are over 
8,000 in number, and are prosperous and 
happy. They are an excellent quality of 
emigrants, ns they brought into the country 
with them over half a million dollars in 
cash, besidés goods and personal effects 
They are all hard workers, men, women 
and children. There are tens of thousands 
more of the same stamp in Southern Russia, 
dissatisfied with their situation, and the 
people of Winnipeg are looking forward to 
a large emigration from there next sum- 
mer, The Mennonites now swarm into the 
city with butter and eggs for sale, which 
they peddle about from house to house, 
Each year is said to make a great advance 
among them. The first year they were in 
the country they trudged into the city on 
foot, wearing home-made slippers of a pecu- 
liar shape, and clothes to match—the out- 
fit looking as though it had been handed 
down through several generations like a 
family heirloom. This winter most of them 
drive into the city with horses or oxen, 
harnessed with untanned leather to home 
made, primitive looking cutters or carrioles. 
Their trade is now such an inportant 
factor that nearly every store in the city 
has one or more clerks who speak the 
Mennonite language. 

In forming a settlement they group to- 
gether in villages, build their houses and 
outhouses in rows on each side of the road, 
afew rods apart, then plant ornamental 
trees, fence in gardens and yards, leaving 
the farm unenclosed. They divide four or 
six sections of land into quarters, and 
twenty or thirty families forma village. As 
15 townships of their settlement are totally 
destitute of timber, they engage a herder 
for their cattle who cakes care of the stock, 
drives allout to pasture after milking, 
takes care of the crops during the day, and 
encloses the cattle in yards at night. Their 
plan of heating without wood or coal is 
quite ingenious. 

They build an oven of dried clay between 
the partitions of their dwellings in such a 
way that it will heat three rooms. It is 


twentieth of the land, with especial reser- 
vations about some of their posts, about 
50,000 acres, The terms of relinquisment 
Were not made practical until three years 
later, so that this vast country has only 
been open to settlement, occupancy ond 
general trade since 1871. 

A MIXED BRACE OF PEOPLE. 
In 1812 Lord Selkirk brought outa party 
of 200 Highland Scotchmen and started a 
colony on the Red River. They had many 
difficulties to contend with at first, but 
managed to overcome them, and in 1816 a 
large addition was made to their number 
by fresh arrivals from Scotland. In addi- 
tion to these scttlors there was an immense 
number of men in the employ of the trad- 
ing companies before alluded to, and there 
being no women in the land they saw that 
the daughters of “Lo” were not fair to 
the eye, and tuok unto themselves wives 
therefrom. They raised up unto them- 
selves children that have multiplied as the 
“ands of the sea,” and are now known 
throughout Canada as 

THE HALF-BREEDS, 

They are anintelligent and vigorous race, 
possessed of a wonderful power of endur- 
ance. Many of them are well educated and 
hold high positions in the country. There 
seem to be two distinct classes of them,one 
inheriting the roving disposition of thei® 
Indian mothers, and the other following 
the civilized instincts of their fathers. The 
former become hunters, voyaguers, &c., the 
]atter prefer a more settled and civilized 
life. They nearly all speak the Indian, 
English and French languages, and in con- 
sequence of their knowledge of Indian 
have rendered excellent services in connec- 
tion with the Indian policy of the Govern- 
ment. The hunters among them keep 
moving further west as the country becomes 
settled and seem to keep in the wake of the 
Ted man preparing him for the onward 
march of civilization. They will no doubt 
continue their good offices as frontiersmen, 
avant courewrs of human progress in its 
onward niarch up the great fertile valleys 
tothe Rocky Mountains, and down the 
sunny western slopes to the Pacific.

over, similar to a toboggin, with rawhide 
straps fastened thereto and by which it is 
drawn. These caravans are extensively 
used for carrying the mail in out of the way 
places, and making long journeys through 
the bush where no roads are cut. Four 
dogs are harnessed to each sled and driven 
intandem. A gentleman who just arrived 
by dog train from Fort Francis, 250 miles 
distant, made the trip in four days and a 


about 6 feet high and 2 feet wide, with 
metal plates inserted for baking and cook- 
ing. 

These ovens are heated very quickly 
with hay or straw and when the brick be- 
come heated they keep the apartments 
warm a whole day. For winter use and 
forcooking purposes they prepare a mixture 
of manure and earth, which they dry in 
stacks. It is said to burn well without 
omitting any offensive ofer. 

Although this great Northwest has been 
inhabited by white traders. for over two 
centuries it was not actually 

THROWN OPEN TO KETILEMENT 
and general trade until seven years ago. 
The Hudson Bay Co. was organized in 1670, 
and receive a charter giving them the ex- 
clusive right to trade on the shore of the 
Hudson Bay and the streams flowing there- 
in. Their charter gave them the territory 
in vassalage to the crown. For about 150 
years they confined themselves to the shore 
of the bay, not pushing their trading posts 
into the Red or Saskatchewan valleys, In 
1734 some French traders in Lower Oanada 
fitted out an expedition and travelled 
through by river and lake to where Winni- 
peg now stands and on the south bank of 
the Assinniboine, at is junction with the 
Red River, built a fort nearly opposite the 
present Fort Garry. This post was called 
Fort la Rouge,and it was from the red fort 
on its bank that the Red River received 
its name, Although the French were 
obliged to give up these possessions after 
the ceasion of the country to the British. 
in 1763, they still, along with others in 
Montreal then British subjects, continued 
their trade through this ‘ great lone land,” 
Theso adventurers pushing their trado 
north soon camo in contract with the Hud- 
son Bay Co. This condition of affairs con- 
tinued, for twenty years or so, when these, 
until then individual traders, in 1783, form- 
a powerful combination called 
THE NORTHWEST COMPANY, 

They became great rivals of the H, B, 
Co., and increased their previous area of 
trade, until their trading boats, loaded 
with furs and goods, travelled the conti- 
nent in every direction, through the great 
chain of rivera and lakes from Montreal to 
the Pacific Ocean. Their trade in this 
northwest district continued undisputed 
until 1812, when the H. B, Co, built Fort 
Garry, established their first trading post 
on Red River, and laid claim to the exclu, 
sive right of tho country, which they claim- 
ed came under their charter. Tho two 
companies soon came in collisien, and in 
ono of their affrays the Commander of the 
H. B. Oo. was killed. This open warfaro 
brought both companies to their scnses, 
and in 1821 they formed a coalition, and 
continued under tho chartered name and 
rights of the Hudson's Bay Co, until 1868, 
when they sold their right to oxclusivo 
and jurisdiction, claimed under their

old charter, over this vast territory, reoviv- 


ing. therwlor: $4,000,000 cash ond: One.

Execution of Farrell the 
Murderer. 


THE GRIMINAL'S CAREER. 
A HORRIBLE SPECTACLE. 


Quenxe, Jan, 10, 

The oxecution of Farrell, which occurred 
this morning in the procincts of the District 
jail, is tho first that has ooourred in tho 
vicinity of the now building ; tlio last hanging 
here being that of Meohan for the murder of 
Pearl, which occurred in 1864, in front of the 
old jail—now Morrin College. 

A week ago it was officially announced from 
Ottawa that tho law must tako its courso in 
the Farrell caso, yot his frionds sustainod their 
hopes in a wonderful manner, and seemed 
novor to givo up. Not till last evening, they 
considered his doom irretriovably settled, 
although no thinking mind could see any 
good object in the public meeting called yes- 
terday afternoon on Durham Terrace, or in 
the unfortunate list of Irish grievances there 
detailed, which had nothing more to do with 
tho crime which left Conway's wife a widow 
and her children fatherless, than had tho 
youngest of those unfortunate infants. 

Every influonce that could possibly be 
moved towards obtaining the desired com: 
mutation was employed but it was impossible,

in view of tho very aggravated nature of his 
crime, that Farrell could receive any mercy 
from his Excellency or from the Minister of 
Justice, provided capital execution was not to 
be completely abolished and made a thing of 
the past. The facts which probably told severe- 
ly against the criminal were his murder in 
1861 of Mabar, whom he chopped to pieces 
With an axe, escaping conviction on the plea 
of self defence, and the attempt of murder, 
shortlyafter Farrell killed Conway last August, 
of a man named Shanahan by Farrell's brother, 
who fired at him, and to escape arrest fled to 
the states. 

Rev. Father Wynn, of St. Patrick’s Church, 
has been unremitting in his attentions to the 
murderer, and after the latter’s family bid 
him a last farewell last evening he remained 
in the cell all night inhis company. Farrell's

meeting on Wednesday, when they passed

000 and is now asked for $50,000 addition- 
al, should have the power of appointing but 
one Director, and the efforts of Mr, Dick- 
son, supported as they hayo been by his 
fellow members of the Board, to secure for’ 
the City representation according to its 
interests, are deserving of the thanks of the 
pooplo of Belleville. Of the $188,000 of 
bonuses and $50,000 stock subscription 
proposed to be legalized under the Act 
which is to be brought before the Legisla- 
‘ture within the next week or two, Belle- 
ville contributed nearly one-fourth, and if 
the original bonus of $100,000 be added, it 
will be apparent that of the total amount of 
_ municipal aid given to the Grand Junction, 
Belleville has voted considerably more 
than one-third, hence the reasonableness of 
the request of the Directors is self-evident. 
Prompt action to secure the insertion of 
the desired clause inthe Bill is necessary, 
as before many days elapse the Act propos- 
ing torevivethe $50,000 bonus will be 
brought before the Railway Committee of 
the Legislature. We would therefore urge 
that a public meeting of the citizens be 
held at an early day to consider the sub- 
ject, and that a deputation of leading citi- 
zens be appointed to proceed to ‘Toronto 
to represent the interests of the City when 
the Bill in question is before the Railway 
Committee. The Directors of the Oom- 
pany will doubtless be represented as well, 
and with the aid of the members for the 
County and adjoining municipalities, the 
civic deputation ought to, and we believe 
will, obtain the end which the public do- 
sire, The matter is one on which all good 
citizens ought to unite, and we hope to see 
=> aotion taken promptly and efficiently to se- 
cure the intorests of the municipality. It 
now rests with the ratepayers of the city to 
say whether or not they are prepared to 
nasint themselves in this regard, as with 
prompt action they may secure the com- 
pletion of the road, and its operation as an 
independent line for all time to come.

She has a large family, one daughter having 
been some years in service in this city, and 
the youngest child being but a few months 
old. At supper last night the family took 
their Jast meal together. 

Farrell is a man of wonlerful nerve and ex- 
hibited little feeling at the parting, while the 
conduct and suffering of his wife may be bet- 
ter imagined thaa described. 

At half-past 7 tho jailer and hangman pro, 
ceeded to pinion the felon in his cell, and at 
aquarter to 8 o'clock the large bells of all the 
Roman Catholic Churches in the city com. 
menced to toll asa signal for Roman Catholics 
to go down on their knees and pray for the 
soul of him about to be snatched from life 
and health into death and eternity and for 
his speedy and happy departure. At 8 o'clock 
als», the hour of execution, his Grace the 
Archbishop performed a solemn mass in St. 
Patrick's Church for the soul of the deceased, 
at which a large congregation assisted. The 
kervice was exceedingly solemn and im- 
pressive. 

At half-past seven also tho members of the 
press, officers of the Court, medical men, and 
a few others who had obtained tickets of ad. 
mission from the Sheriff, were passed into the 
jail yard in front af the scaffold. The cove, 
fields and plains surrounding the jail were 
crowded with from 2,000 to 3,000 people, 
tumbling over each other in their anxiety to 
witness the execution. 
in vain, however, for every side of the gal- 
lows was boarded in but that which was turn- 
ed toward the wing of the jail, and in the en- 
closure thus formed stood the hundred or so 
of spectators who gained admission. 


At two minutes to eight the black flag, as 
required,by Jaw, was hoisted upon the summit 
of the jail, and about the name time the hang- 
man,coyered in black linen from head to foot, 
and looking as he afterwards so sadly proved 
to be, an awkward, clumsy and ignorant 
blunderer, made his appearance and slipped 
the end of the rope through a hook in the top 
beam, leaving the loop dangling in the air. 

About seven minutes past eight the un- 
happy man made his appearance, led by Fathers 
Winn and Burke, with whom he had spent 
the list hours of his life. He walked stead- 
fastly and the three knelt on the scaffold, 
where one of the Rev. Fathers uttered a 
solemn prayer to heaven on behalf of the vic- 
tim. They were accompanied by the Sheriff, 
Jailor and other offic ers of the Court. 

Farrell said nothing to the spectators, scarce- 
ly looked at them ; ho shook hands with his 
spiritual advisers and stood on the drop, which 
at once separated him from the unknown 
world, The Rey. gentlemen again knelt to 
pray for the departing spirit, after holding a 
eracifix to Farrell’s lips. The drop should 
now have fallen, but very many seconds 
elapsed before the stupid executioner could 
get the bolt to work, and the murderer turn- 
ed a painfally supplicating look on him, as if 
to say ‘‘ how much more of this suspense ?” 
His pinioned hands caught in the rope in- 
Stantly as ho felt the drop falling, and thus 
he hung between life and death, presenting an 


ecFal speotnsla. ane Qentlsmmnn mmeng-b tLe 
spectators fainting at the sight. The poor 
unfortunate uttered a piercing cry and by 
continual shaking the hangman righted the 
rope and the body fell another foot, but not 
lifeless, forthe body was convulsed with pain 
for several minutes after the fall, and death 
was not pronounced until nearly twenty-five 
minutes after eight. 

The body was lefthanying for the customary 
time, when it was cut down and tho usual in. 
quest held. It will be buried in the cholera 
burying ground. Thus ends one of tho 
saddest tragedies ever enacted in this neigh- 
borhood.

As tho days grew shorter and the night 
frosts began to give tone to theatmosphere, 
Colonel Bonamy gradually improved 
strongth under the caro of Roxy. He w

Great Britain and Protection. 


Tho signs of tho times in Great Britain 
indicate strongly that a policy of protection 
sufiicient to give tho manufacturers of the 
mother country control of their home 
market will ere long be enacted. The dis- 
tress caused by the closing of many manu- 
factories owing to foreign competition is so 
great that Earl Derby recently declared in 

a speech at Liverpool that he saw no bright- 
ening of the prospect for the future, and 
that wholesale emigration was tho only 
remedy which he could suggest. Mean- 
time wo find that the question of protec- 
tion is being generally agitated, As an in- 
stance we have the following resolution, 

~ which was offered at a recent meeting of 
tho Bristol Chamber of Commerce :—‘“That 
this chamber, while affirming the thorough 
béliefin the principles of true free trade 
‘between nation and nation, views with ap- 
_ prehension tho great decrease in value of 

British exports and manufactures, and the 
vastly increasing proportions that imported 
manufactures bear to them, and is of 
‘opinion that, as no foreign nation will at 
the present time receive our goods duty 

free, we should impose a duty on their 
manufactures of a sufficient amount to be 
on the one hand a fair source of revenue, 
and on the other to maintain to this coun- 
try tho manufacture of thoso goods for 
which we are equally adapted,’ while admit- 
ting duty free all food, raw produce and 
material, unassisted by bounties from send- 
ing nations..” 

- This resolution was not adopted, having 

 beon defeated by 14 yotes to 11, but it

Super-Phosphates. 


The wonderful mineral wealth of Canada 
has long been admitted, though, from lack 
of capital, or eater pees or both, on the 
part of our people, these vast resources have 
not been as thoroughly developed as they 
might have been under more fayorable cir- 
cumstances. Our vast mines of phosphates, 
which are of comparatively recent develop- 
ment, are of the utmost importance and 
value to our country, possessing them as 
we do in almost inexhaustible quantities. 
In addition to their inestimable value 
as“ fertilizers for our own farming and 
garden lands, which, in this Province es- 
pecially, are sadly in need of them, there 
is an export trade to be done 
in them which is practically unlimited. 
Hitherto, and at present, the phosphate has 
been exported as taken from the mine, and 
we have left to foreign countries its reduc- 
tion to super-phosphate or fertilizers. This 
is of course a great mistake, the convertin 
processshould be donehere and the finishe: 
product exported as well as used here. It is 
very gratifying to know, therefore, that pre- 
Peas are quictly but steadily going on 
‘or the erection of works for the manufacture 
from the iron pyrites, which are found in 
abundance in Canada, of the sulphuric acid 
necessary to the reduction of the phospate 
and also for the manufacture of the super- 
phosphate. Mr, H.W. Goldring,a London 
capitialist, is moving in the matter ; he has 
beon prospecting in Canada during the last 
eight months, and is now the posseasor of 
thousands of acres of Canadian mining 
lands which he proposes to vigorously de- 
velop during the coming spring. As an 
evidence of the pluck with which he is tak- 
ing hold here it may be mentioned that he 


paccuaned from Mr. McLaren, of Kast 
ariplabeny sew vf Liv suiues, 10F Which he 


paid him $45,000 in cash. He then made 
improvements in the shafts and put on a 
day and night gang of 44meneach. Phos- 
phates being low in price in England ho is 
accumulating his product till his works are 
ready, when he will commence the manufac- 
ture of the super phosphate. When it be- 
came known that Mr, Goldring intended to 
commence the manufacture of super-phos- 
phates in Canada, strenuous efforts were 
mado by both Quebec and Ottawa to have 
him establish himself in either one of those 
cities, but he has carofully looked the rela- 
tive advantages ovor, and decided to erect 
his works, which will haye an annual capa- 
city of from 5,000 to 10,000 tons of the fer- 
tilizer, at Montreal. He is about to visit 
Ottawa for the purpose of inviting the co- 
operation of the Dominion Government in 
his various schomes of mining development. 
No doubt the N. P. administration will re- 
ceive him favorably, —Star.

style. The public school accommodation is 
now actually greater than the city requires, 
as two classy rooms in each of the brick 
buildings alluded to aro not yet utilized. 
The salary paid the head master of the pub- 
lic school is $1,200 per year, more thar the 
pretentious young City of the Bay pays any 
of its teachers. Through the kindneas of 
the Rev. Mr. Pinkham, Chief Superinten- 
dent of Edneation, who drove me around, I 
had an opportunity of visiting the different 
college buildings ‘and conversing with pro- 

fessors on the advantages offered for 

HIGHER EDUCATION, 

This infant Proyince is already ahead of 
usin one important educational feature. 
It now possesses the foundation of 

UNIVERSITY CONSOLIDATION, 

The great safeguard against one-horse, 
mongrel Colleges,with as many different de- 
partments as the ancient hedge school- 
master taught subjects, degrading tho 
standard ond lessening the value of degrees 
by being allowed to grant them. The three 
Colleges of the provinces, viz.; St. John’s, 
Manitoba College and St. Boniface, have a 
united faculty of examiners called the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba for granting degrees in 
arts, science, law and medicine. As no 
college is allowed to grant degrees of itself 
all candidates are obliged to pass the same 
examination. 

ST. JOHN'S COLLEGE, 
established in connection with the Episco- 
palian Church, has two separate College 
buildings, one for boy’s and the other for 
girls, The boys school has a full staff of 
professors and usually an attendance of 60 
boarders and several day students. The 
applications for boarders have recently been 
more than could be accommodated, and 
the Bishop is now absent in England rais- 
ing funds to either enlarge the building or 
erect a new one. [thas the most extensive 
library in the province, some valuable edit- 
ions having been presented by Her Majesty 
Queen Victoria, and other noted person- 
ages. 

ST, JOHN'S COLLEGE,—LADIES’ ‘SCHOOL, 
has a magnificent new brick building with 
solid stone foundation. It is of modern 
Canadian Gothic style of Architecture, three 
stories high with spacious basement anda 
mansard roof. The main building is 45 x 
64 feet and the internal arrangemonts are 
complete in every respect. The building is 
heated by a hot air furnace, and the rooms 
are furnished throughout in- excellent 
modern style and are all well lighted, high 
and airy. The main entrance is in the 
contre of the building, under an imposing 
tower with an observatory from which a 
fine view of tho city and surrounding coun- 
try may be had. Each flat is provided 
with closets and bath-rooms, fixed wash- 
stands, &c., and a complete system of 
waterworks supplies the bedrooms and 
closets. It has accommodation for the 
principal, four assistants, and 40 stud- 
ents. 

On account of the endowments that havo 
been secured the charges at these colleges 
are very low. The following are the fees

MANITOBA COLLEGE 
was established in connection with tho 


Presbyterian Church in 1871, and is mak- 
ing steady and substantial progress. A 
suitablo wite has been procured for a now 
building, which the board intend to crect 
as soon as sufficient funds bo procured. 
The buildings at presont ocoupied afford 
good accommodation for immediate wants, 
but aro intended merely to serve the pur- 
pose until the new building is erected. 
The course of instruction is of a vory 
practical nature and while it thoroughly 
propares students for tho active duties of 
business and professional lifo,also fits them 
for junior and senior matriculation oxam- 
jnations; for matriculation in law and 
modicine; for entrance on the courses of 
agriculture and civil engineering, and for 
boginning theology in any of tho Eastern 
Canadian Colleges. It is also specially 
adapted to the curriculum of the University 
of Manitoba.

that the membors of the Exécutive Council of 
the Province of Ontario did, during the recent 
elections to the House of Commons of Canada, 
identify themsolves with the policy of those 
who opposed logislatiye intervention tending 
to the relief of tho suffering industries of the 
country,’ 

In his speech Mr. Morris deprecated the 
introduction of Dominion politics into the 
Legislature ; but, he said, the Government 
having thrown down tho gauntlet, and hay- 
ing during the election for the Dominion 
Parliament espoused tho case of their pol- 
itical friends, in opposition to their past 
professions that there shonld be neutrality 
between the Local and Dominion Parlia- 
monts, nothing remained but for the Op- 
position to take it up. Mr. Deacon, who 
followed, advocated relief with regard to 
the expense of schools, lessoning of the cost 

of Chancery proceedings, especially in ro. 
_ Rard to the foreclosure of mortgages ; care 
 inregard to expenditure on colonization 
roads, and economy in overy department, 
Mr. “Bethune, who was the next speaker, 
in the courso of his address did much more 
injury than good to the causo of bis “ Re- 
form” friends.

In the water-closet system, the refuse,when 
flushed with water, is carried off through a 
costly system of brick sewers, too often into 
a river, the water of which becomes sadly pol- 
luted thereby. But inthe earth-closet sys. 
tem, the refuse is made inpoxious almost from 
the first. Experience has shown that dry 
powdered earth, whether field-mould or fire- 
ash, has a remarkable deodorizing effoct on 


night-soil, doing that which no dilution by’ 


water is able to effect, Tho fact has been 
known, more or less for a long time,to chemists 
engaged in sanitary inquiries, but the Rev. 
Henry Moule, vicar of Fordington, in Dorset- 
shire, has pursued the subject to a successful 
issue,—first, for the benetit of villages, and 
then of towns, hospitals, barracks, and other 
places in which large bodies of persons con- 
gregate, Having found that 1}.lbs by weight, 
or 14 pint by measure, of dry earth is suffi- 
cient for each time of using the carth-closet, 
he has also devised various modes of applying 
it. 

‘* Thero is a cell beneath the seat ; this cell 
may bo four fest by three (or better still balf 
that width, C. P. 0.) and of a depth depend- 
ing on the frequency with which it is to be 
emptied, The sides and bottom shoyld be 
lined with cement. In places where this cell 
cannot conveniently be made, an iron trough 
may bo substituted and emptied more frequent- 
ly. Even ahardwood box may serve, and 
wheels might be added for the convenience of 
removal, Where placed in a gardon a weekly 
removal can easily be made during the summer 
and is probably the best.” 


To return to the pamphlet. It contains some 
valuable information (p. p. 15 to 20) on the 
germ theory,—some remarks on tho useless:

Mark respected Roxy's enthusiasm. But 
. | ho was tired of the strain on his oasy dispo- 
, | sition. He should not live at a moral con- 
certpitch, and every attempt to bring him 
back to the old way of feeling and thinking 
only irritated him,and deepened his resolu- 
tion to brook no further restraint. He was 
not sure that he did not owe himself ovr 
tain compensations for what he had suffor 
ed in tho past, 

The prospect of his soon inheriting his 
father’s property had increased his impor- 
tance in the town, and the state of being 
important is not disagreoable to tho self- 
love of any man. Mark's old visions of 
political ascendancy again dominated over 
him, and ho bent all his energios to satisfy 
his ambition. He was young, and full of 
vigorous life,—rich, as the country went, 
—popular, and with a great capacity for 
enjoyment, It is easy for such a man not 
to be religious ; it is hard for such a man 
tobe religious after the fashion of thirty 
yoars ago,

‘Mark was often absent, while attending 
to business on other parts of the judicial 
cirouit, and Roxy felt, with torror, when he 
returned, how far away, the one from the 
other, they were drifting, Mark’s_ pleas- 
uro-loving disposition had revived with in- 
creased power since his long self-restraint. 
He was the louder of every party in wit 
and buoyant spirits, and to be leader was 
to be happy. He was happier away from 
shonie, where he was petted and admired, 
then he was at home, where he was under 
condemnation. 


Roxy's temper did not stand the strain 
very well. Her’s was character noble in 
the direction of action, and self-sacrifice for 
an objéct. But the higher nobility of patient 
endurance of suffering, inevitable and ap- 
parently useless, she had not yet learned. 
gainst Mark's neglect of her advice, his 
carelessness for her society,and the general 
disappointment and inactivity of her life, 
she rebelled bitterly. Only a high-spirited 
Woman can undertske such a life as Roxy 
proposed) and no high matted, woman can 
rook neglect, She had too much elevation 
to enjoy the only life that offered itself to 
her. She hadnot yet, at least, elevation 
enough to accept with peace and patience 
what she could not avoid. A young person 
full of energy is apt to beat against the im- 
penetrableandinsurmountable walls of fate. 
After awhile, one learns that this beating 
wounds the one who beats and flutters, but 
. affects not a jot the wall, Then the impris- 
oned yields, it may be with a cheerful 
make-the-best-of-it, i, may be with a sullen 
and sulky despair, it may be with queru- 
lous and hopeless longing. Roxy had yet 
to find out that she could not beat down 
the wall. 

Tho opportunities for Mark’s ambition 
came to him rapidly. The death of the 
member for Luzerne County left a vacancy 
in the Legislature; a new election was order- 
ed, and the Whigs, seeing a chance to seize 
orice moré a representative which they had 
not held since Mark’s previous election, 
nominated him again for the place. The 
canvass was short and vigorous, and Mark 
won the election. He was just two weeks 
in the Legislature,—a leader in all the 
boisterous fun that members of the Logis- 
lature find so necessary for recreation, 
Until this time, Mark had so far preserved 
his Methodism that he did not drink spirits 
or gamble ; but when he came back, Koxy 
felt sure that this line also had been past. 


A collision of some kind with the severe 
discipline of the old-fashioned Methodism 
wasnot to be avoided by any one taking 
Mark’sroad, Hisprominencewouldonlyserve 
to insure his not being overlooked. Roxy 
awaited this inevitable collision with hope 
and fear. It might startle Mark into some 
kind of recoil from the downward tendency 
of his present course of greedy ambition 
and lazy self-indulgence ; but it might 
break all the restraints that held him. For 
the moral restraints of habit are but so 
many lines at which one stops—with every 
line obliterated there are the feyer chocks 
in the way of the impetuousman. Unhap- 
pily, the first collision was on one of those 
restrictions so often insisted upon by re- 
ligionists, with a stress in inverse ratio to 
their importance. Mark went toa circus. 
A man in that time might be a miser, he 
might be dishonest ina mild way, he might 
be censorious and a backbiter froma pious 
stand point,he might put the biggost apple 
on the top of the barrel or the little 
potatoes in the bottom of the bag, and the 
church could not reach him, But let him 
once see a man ride on two bare-back 
horses, and jump through a hoop! That 
was a tangible apostasy, sure to bring ec- 
clesiastical penalties. 


Braye old ironside forefathers ! Bles- 
sings on you for chopping Charles Stuart’s 
hand off, and planting Plymouth Rock ! 
You freed us from the Middle Ages; for 
which, thanks. But you straightway bound 
upon us your own severe prejudices, and 
they have come down to us by all hands, 
The most dominant influence in this Eng- 
lish-speaking world of ours to-day, is not 
that of Shakspeare, but of the men who 
hated him and his play-house. The Puri- 
tan preachers, the brave cobblers and tink- 
ers whom the seventeenth century stuck in 
the stocks and prison houses, and the for- 
vent Wesleyan village blacksmiths and 
Yorkshiro farmera of the eighteenth 
century, are yet masters of the nineteenth. 
To this day we take our most innocent 
amusements in a guilty and apologetic fash- 
ion, bowing to the venerable prejudice, and 
saying : ‘* By your leave, sir.” 


Mark was called before the Church, with 
other like offenders. His pride was wound- 
ed, and he would fain have thrown up his 
membership, but that he could not quite 
resist the entreaties of Roxy. As it was, 
ho surrendered his license to preach, and 
expressed his sorrow that he had offended, 
and solemnly promised not to go to a circus 
again ; not a hard promise suroly. 


But though Mark had apologized, he was 
now entirely estranged from the influences 
of the Church. For discipline may save the 
credit of the Church, at the expense of des- 
troying the offender. It seems nover to 
have occurréd to peoplo thatit is sometimes 
the business of a Church to suffer the just 
for the unjust.

An exchange says:—"‘Notification has been

which, standing on the geographical centre 
of the earth, was erected about 3,000 years 
bofore the Christian ora, and is one of the 
wondors of the world. Although despoil- 
od of a portion of tho outside stone, which 
has been removed to build the city of Cairo, 
and its dimensions thereby reduced, it still 
covers an area of betwoon 12 and 15 acres. 
The masonry consisted originally of 89,- 
028,000 cubic feet, and still amounts to 
82,111,000 feet. The present hoight is 
450 feet-higher than any cathedral spire or 
other structure in the world—against 479 
feet originally, and the present length of 
the sides is 746 foot against 764 feet 
origi nally, whilst tho total weight of the 
stone used in its construction is catimated 
at 6,316,000 tons. Haying enlarged upon 
other foatures of this titanic work, and 
commented upon the scientific knowledge of 
the ancient Egyptians, the lecturer spoke 
of the religious and moral teachings of the 
great pyramid, in the erection of which the 
divine hand was to be observed, and con- 
cluded an interesting and eloquent lecture 
of an hour and a half’s duration amidst 
loud applause, A vote of thanks was 
tendered the lecturer at the close. Dr, 
Clarke came here with a high reputation, 
which he has fully sustained, having prov- 
ed himself to be an cloquent speaker and a 
clear and sound thinker. He will be heard 
with pleasure on any occasion on which he 
addresses the public of this city.

FOURTH SESSION —THIRD PARLIAMENT. 


Monpay, January 13. 

Mr. Lauper resumed the debate on the 
third paragraph of the address. He point- 
ed out thatif the congratulatory paragraphs 
were taken from tho speech, there would 
bo very little left, ‘Tho exemption ques- 
tion was certainly spoken of ; but it was 
evident that it was to be given the good-by 
again. Tho taking up of Edison's light 
discovery by the Government as a policy 
was a most remarkable proceeding, and one 
not at all.likely to improve the stock of gas 
companies, He hoped the Government 
would deal with the Voters’ List Act moro 
judiciously than on former occasions, and 
that under the amendments proposed, no 
such scandal as the disfranchisement of the 
Uounty of Lincoln would be repeated. The 
settlement of the boundary and arbitration 
questions was a matter for congratulation 
to the Province. It retlected great credit 
on the Government of the late John San- 
field Macdonald, and it vindicated the 
course which that Government took, and 
proved that the opposition which the Re- 
form party offered to that course was not 
well fouinded. During the recess the little 
Government of Ontario had, he pointed 
out, been assisting the late big Goyern- 
ment at Ottawa, and the Attorney-Gen- 
eral must certainly have been sorry to 
find that the result of his efforts had been 
to leave his party friends ina minority in 
his own Province. ‘The Attorney-General, 
in his opinion, owed it to the Legislature 
to inform it why he and his colleagues left 
their offices and neglected their duties in 
order to further the interests of the late 
Dominion Goyrenment. . Referring to the 
last clause of the address, he pointed out 
that it meant ‘keep your hold on your 
constituencies,” which advice, put into the 
mouth of the Lieutenant-Governor, was 
very-kind indeed, He impressed upon the 
Government the necessity of keeping down 
the expenditure, as the sources of revenue 
were fast falling away. A further increase 
in the expenses would certainly result in 
direct taxation,and it would be a sorry day 
for the people of this Province when the 
taxgatherer went from house to house col- 
lecting the revenue. In view of this fact 
he would move that the third clause be 
struck out and that the following words be 
inserted instead :— 

“That while we rejoice with your Honor 
in thedevelopement in any enterprise tend- 
ing to the advancement of the agricultural 
interoata of the country, we are of opinion 
that it is of essential importance that the 
annual expenditure should be kept within 
the aeattieseyartae of the Province.” ” 


Mr, Parkaity, who, on rising, was re- 
ceiyed with great applause, attacked the 
Government for not proposing to reduce 
the salaries of Ministers and the indemnity 
to members, and hoped that some scheme 
for these purposes would be introduced be- 
ed to criticize the general policy of the 
Government, and said it was a bad day for 
the Province when they took the places of 
Sanfield Macdonald’s Administration, In 
touching upon the school trustee elections 
in rural districts, he said great difficulty 
was experienced in drumming up voters, 
and he hoped the franchise would be ex- 
tended to farmors’ sons and income voters. 
He moved in amendment to the amend- 
ment that all the words in the proposed 
amendment be struck out andthe following 
substituted for the third paragraph ;— 

“That while we rejoice with your Hon- 
or on the developmont of all meaus tend- 
ing to the advancement of the agricultural 
interests, we are of opinion that the ad- 
ministration of the affairs of this Province 
should be conducted with the utmost 
economy consistent with efliciency, and in 
view of the general depression existing in 
the Province, the expenses of legislation 
and civil government should be reduced, 
particularly as regards the salaries of Min- 
isters and the indemnity to members of 
this Houso,” 

Mr. Fraser, who replied, dashed any 
hopes which existed that the Government 
was about to grapple with the question of 
exemptions, by asserting that the subject 
is a matter on which opinions differ amongst 
Conservatives, and that in consequenco 
it is not ripe for legislation. He then pro- 
ceeded to speak in juatification of the ex- 
penditures made by the Government, con- 
tending that they had not been extravagant, 
and held that in times such as these, which 
he characterized as of Provincial prosperity 
if of individual depression, it would be 
monstrous to reduce official salaries, ex- 
cept in cases where thoso salaries should 
never have been increased, He denied 
that the Grit party had opposed the mode 
in which the Sandfield McDonald Govern- 
ment had dealt with the arbitration ques- 
tion, and charged that the Conservatives 
had acted shabbily in not electing the late 
Mr. McDonald as their leader when they 
went into opposition, hut in his last as- 
aartion he-was corrected by Dr. Boulter, 
who stated that Mr. McDonald had never 
wished to be leader. Mr, Fraser, then 
expressed his opinion that it was unfair for 
the Opposition to preas the reduction of the 
indemnity to members and the salaries of 
Ministers as a motion of want of contidenco. 
He defended the placing of the indemnity 
at $800, on the ground that the members 
of the Legislature were as well entitled to 
$800 per session as tho members of tho 
Dominion Parliament were to $1,000, And 
he hoped that members on both sides of the 
House would stand by ono another and up- 
hold the indemnity at the figure decided 
upon last session by the Legislature. It 
was an unfair motion,

of a decrease, must then have beon unfair.

Discussion of the position of the City of 
Bolleville with regard to the Grand June- 
tion Railway Company proceeds with a 
vigor which shows that our remarks on the 
warning given by Mr. Dickson have suc- 
cceded in their object, namely that of 
arousing the people toa sense of the great 
importance of the subject and the necessity 
of securing the operation of the road inde- 
pendent of any other Railway Company: 
So widespread has become the interest that 
amember of the Globe staff who was in 
town for soveral days last week has con- 
tributed'to that journal a two column article 
in which the past history of the onterprise 
is partially gone over, and the situation re- 
yiowed at considerable length. As the ar- 
ticle in question was written by a compara- 
tive strangor there are of course some errors 
and omissions ; but on the whole there is 
not much to to find fault with in the nar- 
Fative. The most important omission is 
the failure to mention the transfer for a 
time of tho stock subscribed for by the 
County Council of the County of Hastings, 
whieh exercised such a baneful effect upon 
the enterprise, whilst it isan error to say 
that the Act of Incorporation was revived 
by the Ontario Legislature in 1874. The 
Act reviving the charter was passed by the 
- Dominion Parliament if 1870, and was as- 

sented to on May 12th in that year (see cap. 
53, $2-33 Vic., statutes of Canada), and in 
1874 an Act consolidating and amending all 
former Acts in relation to the Company was 
"passed by tho Ontario Legislature. This 
error will be furthor apparent when we 
state that the greater part of the work 
which has been done upon the line was 
executed during 1873. In stating the finan- 
cial basis of the Company when Messrs. 
Pardee and Lloyd were about to undertake 
its completion, the writer is also in error in

‘The minutes of the last meeting were read 
and approved. 

A communication was read from Jas. Hig- 
gins, regarding school desks, 

Mr, A. Diamond submitted the following 
report from the Committee on the Central 
School ; 


To the Chairman and Board of Public Schools 
of the City of Belleville :-— 

In reference to the complaint made by Mr. 
G, W. Elworthy against Mr. Irwin, teacher 
of No. 4. School, your Committee beg leave 
to report as follows :— 

The evidence adduced before your Com- 
mittee shows that after leaving the School 
premises, Mr,®lworthy’s son, with others, got 
engaged in a little playful snow-balling on one 
of the public streets, 


The next morning on going to school Mr. 
Irwin call the complainant’s soo and asked 
him if he had been snow-balling the previous 
evening,to which the boy replied that he had, 
and without allowing a word of explanation 
the teacher proceeded to administer, with a 
knotted tawes, a severe whipping upon the 
hands and legs of the offending scholar, All 
the evidence shows that the teacher used 
undue severity, so much so that one of 
the teachers stated that she turned her back 
rather than witness the punishment of the 


child. 

Mr, Irwin contended that he had given 
strict injunctions to the pupils not to ee 
snow balls on the stroots, and that if they did 
he would punish the offending parties severely, 
and that it was for this disobedience he ad- 
ministered the punishment in question. The 
boy stated that he never heard Mr. Irwin say 
so, and that if Mr. Irwin had allowed him to 
explain he would have told bim so, and far- 
ther that a snow ball hal been thrown at him 
firatand that he had only thrown one in 
reply. 

Without expressing any opinion as to tho 
expediency of or desirability of exercising the 
right of punishment for such an offence com- 
mitted outside tho achool premises, your com- 
mittee are funanimous that Mr. Irwin used 
undue if not cruel severity in this instance, 
and deserved to be censured for the samo as 
woll as to be admonished to be less hasty and 
severe in the fature, It would be well always 
before administering corporal punishment for 
teachers patiently to listen to any explanation 
or exculpatory remarks the pupils desiro to 
offer, Better this,if it did take a little of the 
teacher's timo, than to possibly administer an 
undeserved chastisement, and allow the child 


to go away with a bitter feeling of injustice 
rankilng in its heart,

Making: 


Tho American Dairy and Cheeso Fair 
hold last month at Now York has attracted 
attention to theimportance of these interests 
in tho Sto Ono illustration by . Gov. 
| Seymour stated that the atoppago of the 
banks would be less disastrous than the 
stoppage of these industries, An idea may 
be formed from the statemont that tho ox- 
portations this year havo paid moro than a 
fnillion dollars in freight or enough to sup- 
porta weokly lino of stoamers to Europe, 
Whilo five millions have been paid in rail- 
way freights, milk paying nearly as much 
more, Tho fair gave an opportunity of 
noticing tho great improvementa that have 
taken place in cheese and butter-making. 
Among the lator was the Cooley system 
introduced by a Vermont Company, and of 
which we copy from the New York Nation 
the following description ;—‘‘The Cooley 
ayatem disregards nearly everything that 
was doemed inseparable to success in the 
former method of sotting. milk in shallow 
pans, A closed box, like a refrigerator, of 
a nize to accommodate sufficient cans to hold 
the whole product of the morning or evening 
milking, is packed full with cans twenty 


Into these the milk is strained the moment 
it is brought from the atable. Each can 
is coyered with oa small inverted pan, 
like a milk-pan, and these are held 
firmly in place by slats wedged above 
them. The box is then filled with 
cold water sO as to cover pan and 
all, the pans keeping the water out of the 
milk on the principle of the diving-bell. 
If a sufficiently cold spring is available 
(temperature less than 50°) a constant 
stream enters the box and passes out 
through and overflow, Inthe absence of 
such a spring, ico is used to keep the water 
down to from 40° to50°. It is found 
that all of the cream rises within twelve 
hours, so that it may be taken offand the 
cans emptied in time to receive the pro- 
duct of the next milking. No account is 
made of * animal odor,” but atmospheric 
odors are absolutely excluded by the com- 
plete immersion in water. Owing to tho 
low temperature at which it has been kept, 
the skimmed milk is perfectly sweet and 
useful for cheese-making and other pur- 
poses. By an ingenious device the skim- 
med milk is ‘drawn off below the cream and 
the cream is poured from che cans, Owing 
to the low temporature also, which preventa 
incipient decomposition, the,cans are kept 
so sweet that it is not found necessary to 
scald them oftener than once a week. The 
whole care of the milk and the utensiles is 
safely entrusted to common farm hands. 
The old fashioned milk-room is no longer 
necessary. Cooloy box, occupying but little 
room, may stand in a passage-way, in a 
cellar, or under a shed. : 
The exhibitors - showed one of their cans 
filled to a depth of seventeen inches with 
milk from a herd of Jerseys which had, in 
twelve hours, thrown up six and a quarter 
inches of cream. The modern churning of 
the cream is as different from the old mo- 
-thod. with which we are all’ familiar as 
Cooley's box is from the old milk-room, 
Dashers, cleats, and beaters are done away 
with, The cream is put into an oblong 
box, which is arranged to vibrate lon- 
gitudinally, the créam being dashed first 
against one end and then against the 
other. There were several forms of churn 
working on this principle shown at the 
Fair, the oldest of them, Bullard’s, being as 
goodasany. There is no material dif- 
ference in the time required for the butter 
to ‘‘come” in these churns and the old ones; 
but these have marked advantage that the 
swash of the cream keeps the walls of the 
churn always washed down so that the en- 
tire contents are subjected to a uniform 
agitation. With tho dasher and beater 
churns, when the cream begins to thicken, 
much of it adheres to the walls like a paste, 
and causes a considerable amount of half- 
churned cream to become mixed with the 
butter, By the now process this is obviated, 
to the great advantage of the product.” 


Cheese. 
SOMETHING OF INTESEST TO HOLDERS OF THE 
ARTICLE. 

From the Utica Republican we take the 
following: ‘Your correspondent had a very 
interesting conversation with a well inform- 
ed gentleman concerning the cheese question, 
this afternoon, on the train. He said that 
the quantity of cheese which would be held 
over this winter and not offered for market 
would greatly exceed the amount of past 
winter's stock. He also said that it was his 
opinion that the holders would gain noth- 
ing by keeping back this vast quantity, 
giving the following reason for this game 
fact; all over the country, the present low 
rice for November and October cheese 
a8 produced as he called it, a sort of panic 
among the sellers. though as concerned the 
November product, the inferior qualities 
of cheese did perhaps merit the low figures. 
The sellers, therefore, did not see fit to 
throw their great amount upon the market, 
during the dullness of trade, and preferred 
to hold it. Now, when the spring trade 
opens, this quantity of November cheese 
will meet but pe favor among the buyers, 
consequently the sellers will be under the 
necessity of sacrificing a greater discount 
than they would now. Among other facta, 
he also said that the present system of run- 
ning the dairy farms, by turning all their 
cheese work into the hands of the factory- 
men was causing the value of land to de- 
terioate. The gentleman is one of Herkimer 
county's largest farm owners, and is also 
salesman for two of the largest factories in 
the county, His experience in this matter 
is not limited; neither is his judgment to 
be taken for little or nothing.” 


Curing Hams. . 
Most of the hams prepared for market 
are salted too much, and are hard and 
flavorless. An experienced curer gives 
these directions :—When the hams are 
nicely trimmed, rub each one with toler- 
ably fine salt, and pack it tight. Make a 
sweet pickle by using one and a half gal- 
lons of New Orleans molasses, or its 
equivalent in sugar, and six ounces of pow- 
dered saltpetre to forty gallons of water, 
with salt’enough added to make the picklo 
float a potato when it ismade, Let it stand 
until the scum rises and is skimmed off. 
They should remain in the pickle from five 
to mix weeks, according to the temperature 
of the place. If oxposed to freezing weather 
they will cure much slower than in a cellar. 
When the hams are finally taken out rinso 
| them inclear water and hang up to dry 
| roady for the smoke house. Hickory wood 
is tho best for smoking, but any clean 
amoke will enawer.

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FOURTH SESSION — THIRD PARLIAMENT. 


Turspay, Jan. 14, 

After routine, Mr. Frazer resumed tho 
debate on the address, Ho dealt at length 
with the indemnity question, urging, as ho 
did last night, that the present sum of 2800 
was none too much for the service rendered 
by the members. Ho read at length from 
the newspaper reports of the debate that 
took place when the indemnity was raised 
from $600 to $800, with the object of prov- 
ing that the Opposition were actually the 
rime movers in obtaining the increase. 
He concluded a speéch of an hour's dura- 
tion by a vigorous defence of the Goyern- 
ment in re the expénditure of public money. 


Mr. Scorr followed, regretting the indis- 


at home attending to hia own business than 
by Legislative duties. Now, again in 1877 
he found the same member advocating the 
abolition of the indemnity ; now ho was 
for reducing it. Ho (Mr. Scott) could not 
reconcile auch conduct. He gave it as his 
opinion that the public sentiment was four 
to ono in fayor of allowing the indemnity 
to remain as it is at present. 

The honorable gentleman resumed his 
seat amid loud cheers, 

Hon. Mr, Hanpy rose to reply. He in 
the most excited manner accused tho leader 
of the Opposition of solemnly subscribing 
to documents relative to the indemnity 
which he in the House now repudiated. 

Mr. Menepira indignantly denied com- 
mitting such an act. 

Mr. Hanpy proceeded to attack Mr. 
Meredith in so violent a manner that he 
was callod to order by the Speaker, He 
followed in the wake of the Commiasioner 
of Public Works, and stigmatised in strong 
terms the motion of the member for South 


Simcoe. Hoe proceeded to taunt the mem- 
ber for East Toronto with having been 
elected his friends, stating that he was

the leadership, but at tho first meeting 


position of the Minister of Public Works, 
but congratulating him upon the fact that 
it was not severe enough to prevent his 
making a vigorous peech, as he had done. 
An honorable member who had just sat 
down had _ been pleased to allude in some- 
what sneering terms to the member for 
East Toronto, he said that theré could not 
be the slightest analogy between the mem- 
ber for Exst Toronto and the Attorney 
General, The latter had for some years 
filled with honor a position on the bench ; 
but during the years that he held that posi- 
tion he never lost sight of the ups and 
downs of the political party with which ho 
had been connected. At the call of that 
party the present Attorney General camo 
down from the bench to resume his old 
place in the political arena, His honorable 
friend from Et Toronto had no record of 
that kind. He had held with credit for 


five years a high position, and when his 
term of office expired he once more return- 
ed to his political friends, but not at the 
call of a Government or a party then in 
power, but he ran the chance of standing 
or falling by the will of the peopie. He 
(Mr, Scott) held that the honorable mem- 
ber for East Toronto had chosen the more 
manly and independent part. Spéaking of 
the revulsion of public opinion, as demon- 
strated at the general election, ho éaid that 
there was more dissatisfaction with tho 
Liberal party in the Province at the present 
time than there was on the 17th of Septem- 
ber, when the people manifested their dis- 
content with the Mackenzie Government. 
(Hear, hear.) He then alluded to the 
question of taxation. Exemption, he said, 
had~ never” been properly ventilated, and 
until it had been it would not be well for 
the Government to interfere with it. The 
opinion of the people should be carefully 
taken before any change in the existing 
laws in that particular were made, Allud- 
ing to the Hon, Mr. Macpherson’s pamph- 
let, he said that despite the disparaging re- 
marks made by the honorable gentlemen on 
the Ministerial benches, it afforded some 
most important information as +o the fin- 
ances of the Province, and contained some 
valuable and interesting reading matter to 
the people. The Hon. Senator had tabul- 
ated the expenditure in such a form as to 
give a comprehensive idea of how it had 
increased year by year. This information 
could neyer have been given tothe public 
in so clear a manner by any Finance Min- 
ister, Thetruth was the facts and figures 
were too correct to please the leader of the 
Government and his followers!” It was not 
creditable to the Government to have the 
expelise increasing year by year; there 
were soyeral small unnecessary amounts 
charged in each estimate that singly did 
not appear to be much, butin the aggregate 
came to a considerable sum, and one 
he instaticed particularly, viz., $1,- 
000 paid! for a pamphlet, the publica- 
tion of which was totally unnecessary, 
this he said was only one of a number of 
similar cases of waste of public money, He 
went on to say that the Commissioner of 
Public Works had not given a fair and im- 
partial review of the expenditures of the 
Province, more specially as referred to his 
own Department, in which reckless waste 
could be traced at every turn. Those items 
had been ingeniously passed over as not 
conyenient for the hen, gentleman to alludo 
to. He then spoke of the expressions from 
the Ministerial side of the House of their 
readiness for the battle that must shortly 
come off. He might say that they on the 
Opposition side were also ready and eager, 
but hon, gentlemen opposite would donbt- 
less delay the day of fight as long as possi- 
ble ; but he would remind them that under 
the British North American Act, after the 
second of February next they had no more 
power than a voluntary body of gentlemen 
assembled for the discussion of any partic- 
ular subject. The Act was unquestionable, 
and it distinctly stated that the Assembly 
should only last four years from the date of 
the return of the writs, All the write for 
the present Parliament were returned on 
the socond of February, 1875, except the 
one for Algoma, which was returned some 
timein August Of the samo year, the rea- 
son for this being thatthe electiona there 
could only be held in the summer months. 
He said, therefore, it must be obvious that 
the present Parliament must expire on the 
second day of next month, and he expressed 
a hope to hear from the member for Stor- 
mont, Mr, Bethune, on the matter. 
AFTER RECESS. 

Mr, Scorr resumed his speech and his 
observations relative to the duration of the 
present parliament. It was, no doubt to 
the benefit of honorable gentlemen to re- 
main in power as long as possible, as thoy, 
no doubt, aaw that when they went to tho 
country the same revulsion of public senti- 
ment as was made manifest at the elections 
in September last would have the offect of 
causing thom to vacate their present posi- 
tions and take soats on the Opposition sido 
of the Houso. He maintained that if tho 
Ministry porsisted in holding office one day 
longer than tho 2nd of February, thoy 
would be committing an unconstitutional 
act, and bo doing yiolonce to the public 
sentiment of the Province. As to tho 
question of the reduction of tho indomnity 
to mombors he thought the lauguage used 
by the Commissioners of Public Works was 
not as graceful or applicablo as it might 


have been. Ho noticed that whon tho 
quoation of the incroaso was discussed with 

‘d doors, supportors of tho Government 
oxprensod their opinion'with much greater 
freedom than they did when the matter 
came pin open house. Ho then quoted 
from the speech made on that occasion by | 


the momber for Stormont, Mr, Bethune, | 


whon he thon anid that he did not think 


held in East Toronto, he distinctly stated 
that he was not a candidate for theposition 
now held by the member for London, 


Mr. Hanoy then alluded to tho duration 
of the Parliament, and argued that the 
words ‘‘return of tho writs,” meant all the 
writs with no exception and until the writs 
were returned. 6 was strongly against 
the abolishing of the Local House, and pre- 
dicted all sorts of mischief to the country 
if it ever took place. After some remarks 
PAG the sale of Crown lands, he conclud- 
ed. 

Mr. Mereprrn, in reply, said he asked 
any gentleman in the House if during the 
seven years he had been in it he had ever 
made 80 personal an attack upon any honor- 
able member as the honorable Provincial 
Secretary had made upon him. (No, no.) 
He sot his oharacter against that of the 
Provincial Secretary, and he would leave 
the members to judge. (Heur, hear.) 
The gentleman had when the question o! 
the indeminty was discussed with closed 
doors expressed himself in favor of it. 

Hon, Mr. Hanpy.—That is not true. 

Mr. Merepiru again made the assertion, 

Mr. Haxpy said that he never made a 
speech either in secret or openly. 

Mr. Speaker said the member for Lon- 
don was bound to accept the statement of 
the Hon. Provincial Secretary. 


Mr, Merepsri said out of courtesy to 
the House he would do so, but if the Pro- 
vincial Secretary persisted in making per- 
sonal attacks upon him he should character- 
ize his conduct as it deserved. (Cheera,) 
He went on toshow that on another oc- 
casion the honorable gentleman who had 
just sat down had endeavored to make 
political capital by proposing to abolish the 
indemnity, and the honorable gentleman 
could not deny it. 

Mr. Hanpy.—I do not deny it, 

Loud cheers from the Odposition. 

Mr. Merepira thovght the honorable 
gentleman would not attempt to deny thet 
at all events. The reason why the gentle- 
men on the opposite side were so opposed 
to the motion of the member for South 
Simcoe, was because it had reference to 
their own: salaries,, (Hear, hear,) With 
regard to tho duration of the Assembly he 
said that the spirit of the legislation was 
that no Parliament should last longer than 
four years from the date of the return of 
the writs. The view taken by gentlemen 
opposite, as enunciated by the member 
from South Brant, that fhis Parliament 
could be continued after the 2nd of Febru- 
ary, inyolved them in a grave responsibility. 
He maintained that after that date mem- 
bers, if that in that House, would only be 
doing so as a voluntary body and not asa 
legislative assembly. He concluded by say- 
ing that the honorable member for East 
Toronto, had been alluded to by the honor- 
able Commissioner of Public Works, as 
being a deck hand in the Opposition ship, 
but he was prouder of being a deck hand in 
the good Conservative vessel than he would 
bo if he were captain, first mate, second 
mate, and the whole crew in the old sink- 
ing ship of the Reform Government. (Loud 
cheers.) 

Mr. Courts (Kent). here rose and said 
that as the honorable Proyincial Secretary 
had denied that he had voted for the in- 
crease of the indemnity during the secret 
session he might inform the House that he 
held in his hand a list of those who voted 
on that occasion, and the honorable mem- 
ber’s namo appeared upon it, (Opposition 
cheers, ) 

Mr, Hanpy denied that ho had either 
spoken or yoted on the subject. 

Mr. Covrrs eaid he had witnesses to 
prove that he had dono both. 

Mr. Hanoy said that ho had no recollec- 
tion of the matter, 

Oh! Oh! 

Mr. Berbune said that as he had somo 
remarks to mako relatiyo to the speech of 
the member for Peterborough, and it was 
now past 11 o'clock ho asked whother it 
would not be well to adjourn the debate. 
This was agreed to and the adjournment 
took place.

A VISIT TO MANITOBA. 
No, VILL. 


Tho Province of Manitoba contains about 
9,000,000 acres, or 14,000 equare miles, and is 
divided into parishes which correspond with 
our counties, Theso parishes or counties are 
again divided into townships, of which there 
are 360 in number, As boforo intimated, the 
country was not thrown open to 

SEITLEMENT 
until 1871. Bofore that timo however, con. 
siderablo progress had boen made in the way 
of acttloment along the rivera in tho vicinity 
of Port Garry, As many of these pioneer sot- 
tlers were Fronch Canadians thoy adopted 
ing Iand in very 


the French system of div 
inconvenient narrow strips averaging from 6 
to 10 chains in width, along tho crooked wind- 
ings of the Red and Assiniboine rivers, and 
oxtonding back a distance of two miles, ‘These 
sottlera bad obtained from the H, B, Co., be- 
foro the transforof the country tothe Dominion 
Government, th? right to cut hay on tho land 
fortwo milos straight out in line with their 
property, up to a certain season of the year, 
This land was given to them by the Gov- 
ernment, and thus these narrow farma wero 
made four miles long. Government Script, 
which will be alluded to hereafter, was issued 
in paymont for the old ‘* Hay Right.” 


These long narrow farms extending along 
the rivers rendered the establishment of 
municipalities, sectional roads, school sections, 
&o., very difficult, The very large part of 
this small province set apart for 
RESERVATIONS OF DIFFERENT KINDS 
no doubt seriously retards its rapid growth 
and development, 1,400,000 acres of good 
land mostly in the immediate vicinity of 
Winnipeg were set apart for half-breeds ; 
1,900,000 acres for the railway reserves ; 
500,000 acres for the Mennonites ; several 
townships as Indian reserves ; a reserve for 
repatriated French Canadians ; the Hudson 
Bay Company’s reserve of one-twenticth of 
the whole, or 450,000 acres ; and sections 11 
and 29 in each township for educational pur- 
poses and extra Indian reserves, The policy 
of such reservations by a government taken 
out of the best of the Province and placed as 
these were in the hands of people not likely 
to do much toward the development of either 
the agricultural, manufacturing or business 
interests of the country is, in the opinion of 
your correspondent, to say the least, debat- 
ablo, Iam glad to find, however, that the 
half-breed reserve has not turned out a draw.

chants in many instances have drawn heavily 
from the banks, and taken so much out of 
their legitimate business for this purpose that 
thoy have placed themselves in emibarrassing 
positions, There are a number of wealthy 
menin Winnipeg to-day who put all the 
money that they can raise into real estate, 
and thereby constantly keep themselves what 
is here termed “land poor,” 

As many of your readers are interested in 
half-breed claims and other sources of land 
speculation, in which they have injudiciously 
invested and 
GOT BADLY 8WINDLED 
on account of not understanding their true 
character, I shall now endeavor to fully ex- 
plain them. Those which are the principal 
sources of speculation may be classed under 
the following heads, viz.: Half-breed claims, 
Government script, allotted claims, and city 
property. All four of these have in the past 
been a favorite form of speculation, and many 
who entered into it a few years ago have 
amassed fortunes, On account of reasons 
given hereafter, the only source that will be 
favorable for speculation after this wintér will 
be allotted claims, 

MAL¥-BREED LANDS, 
At the time of the organization of the Do- 
minion Land Department here, in 1873, there 
wore Parish organizations extending nearly 
allthe way along the Red river from the 
States to its mouth, some 75 miles, and about 
the same distance up the Agsinniboine, They 
wero, according to the record issued from the 
Land Office, as follows :—‘‘ Those on the Red 
river going down from the south, north ; St, 
Agathe, St. Norbert, St. Vital, St. Boniface ; 
east and west Winnipeg, St. John, Kildonan, 
St. Paul, St. Andrew ; south and north St. 
Clements and St. Peter. Those on the Assin- 
niboine, going from the east, west being St. 
James, St. Charles, Hoadingly, St. Francois 
Xavior, Baio St. Paul, Poplar Point, High 
Rluff, and Portage Lo Prairie.” 
At the time the old settlers’ claims wero al- 
lotted, the reservation of 1,400,000 acres, be- 
fore alluded to, was sot apart for the children 
of half-breed heads of families, which include 
wll nol warried, 
The claims of these are usually known as 

MINORS’ CLAIMS, 

although about 65 per cent. of them are 21 
years of age and upwards, 

According to an Act passed by the Provin. 
cial Government to facilitate the settlement 
of the country, those of 18 years of age can, 
with the consent of their parents, dispose of 
their claims, The claims of persons over 18 
years of age are therefore those in tho market. 
Each of theso claimants is entitled to240 acres, 
which is drawn by lot for each parish or county 
by itself. Certain tracts of the reserve are 
sot apart exclusively for the half-broods, being 
in particular parishes. In case thero is suffi- 
cient available land in tho rear of the parish 
where half-breeds live, it is selected in that 
parish for them. 

It will be observed from this that a poréon 
purchasing a claim has not, as many errone- 
ously suppote, an, opportunity of making a 


selection for himself. The only idea he can 


valuo, and aro now solling hero as fas 
placed on tho market at $100 each. Thore is 
somothing wrong about claims offored at los, 
as thoy can be readily purchasod at that price, 

Tho conveyance of a claim cannot, of course, 
be placed on record till after tho allotmont 
has boon made, therefore, a speculator has no 
definite way of ascertaining whether a olaim 

ho purchases has proviously beon sold or not, 
Tho half-breeds are as arulo said to bo honost, 
but like other c'assos of the bo:dy-politic there 
scoma to be a percentage of knaves among 
thom. Unscrupulous speculators mako 
business of buying up claims that they know 
have previonsly beon wold. They are able to 
procure them under anch circumstances for a 
mere trifle, probably a glass of liquor and 
five or ten dollars. Only about tive per cent. 
of tho claims have been sold a accond time, 
and nearly all of theso have gone down to 
Ontario, Through purchasing them a number 
of 

DELLEVILLE SPECULATOKS MAVE BEEN 

SWINDLED. 

Two or threo instancos have been brought 
under my notice. where claims have been pur- 
chased by Belleville poople after the allot- 
ments were actually made and other parties 
held deeds of the property. 

Until within the past two years hundreds 
placed little or no value upon their rights to 
these reserves and when in straightened cir- 
cumstances sold them for a more nominal 
sum. 

Thoy sell boforo the allotmonts aro mado 
and enter into bonds to convey to the pur- 
chaser all their right and interest. In other 
instances thoy execute a deed to the purchaser, 
leaving tho description blank and giving him 
tho power of attorney to fill in whon the allot- 
ment is made, Some who sold claims below 
their value, or for much less than others re- 
cevied for similar claims, sold them over a 
second time, Others have been induced by 
dishonest speculators to sell again and again, 
until sometimes 15 or 20 hold claims for the 
same property, and when the allotments are 
made there is a general rush for the Registry 
office, and 

THE FIRST TO RECORD A OLAIM 
asa matter of course is the successful party. 
Those who come out second best console them- 
selves by saying if they only gain one out of 
anumber they will be amply remunerated. 
One Belleville purchaser has only succeeded 
in getting one out of 18 of his claims already 
allotted. Criminal proceedings can be taken 
against the assignee for such swindling, but it 
is not often done, as he in many cases moves 
to the Rocky Mountains or outside the limits 
of the Province. 

HOW ALLOTMENTS ARE MADE, 

When the names of all the half-breeds en- 
titled to land ina particular parish are pro- 
cured and the survey completed, the allot- 
ment is first drawn by the Lientenant-Gover- 
nor and Mr, Codd, resident agent of Domin- 
jon lands, A copy of this allotment is then 
sent to Ottawa, sanctioned there, printed and 
returoed, and immediately published. Anxi- 
ous purchasers on the watch then see where 
their allotments have fallen and there is a 


GENERAL RUSH FOR THE REGISTRY OFFICE, 


BADLY 


Some of the parishes are a considerable dis- 
tance from the Dominion Land Office at Win- 
nipeg, and as the registration must be made 
in tho parish or county where the claim is al- 
lotted, there is hastening of men on horseback 
and in all kinds of conveyances to get to the 
registry office and have claims recorded before 
others who may have purchased them. All 
manner of sharp dodges are reserted to, and 
in some instances when the registry office i® 
a long distance from the city, communication 
is established by a line of couriers equal to 
that instituted by the Rothschilds between the

Madame de Stael was born in Paris in 
1766,in a very intellectual age. Hor fathor 
was high in power, his house the resort of 
the most cultivated peoplo in Paris, and 
she the idol of every circle. Sho was not 
technically beautiful, but the oxpression of 
her countenance was exceedingly attractive, 
Her dark, lustrous eyes, flashing with go- 
nins, and the expression of her lip, gave 
splendor and variety to her wholo aspect. 
She played, sang, wrote poetry, offered the 
most original views on every subject,seemed 
4 priestess, a sibyl, full of inspiration, radi- 
ant, hopeful, witty, so that every ono lis- 
tened to her as an oracle. 

Her hostile attitude towards Napoloon 
caused her banishment from Paris. The 
rosult of her travels through Germany and 
Italy was ‘* Corinno,” one of those im- 
mortal books which the heart of the world 
cherishes ; painting, poom, tragedy, novel, 
critique—intoresting to all closses, ages, 
and countries, and the most brilliant book 
ever written on Italy. Every page is 
masculine in power; every sentence is con- 
densed thought, and every line burns with 
passion, No man could make such 
rovelatious. 

On the fall of Napoleon, Madame de Stael 
returned to Paris, and the restoration hail- 
ed her with enthusiasm. Authors sought 
her encouragement. The salons caught in- 
spiration from her presence. Never was awo- 
man seated on a prouder throne. 

But she did not live long enough to enjoy 
her honors. She was stifled, like Voltaire 
by incense and idolatries, worn out by oex- 
cessive mental activities, and died proma- 
turely at the age of fifty-one,

Ontario Legislature, 


FOURTH SESSION —THIRD PARLIAMENT. 


Wepyespay, Jan. 15, 

Mr.Brruvxe resumed the debate on the 
address. Alluding to the question of the 
duration of the Legislature, he expressed 
the opinion that every constituency must 
be said to be complete ; therofo Algoma 
must be repfesented before the Legislature 
could be said to be formed, ‘The proclama- 
tion issued, therefore, in February, 1871 
calling Parliament together before the 
Algoma writ was returnable, was an error 


which had since been perpetuated. Ho 
thought that there could be little doubt 
that Parliament would not be legally con- 
vened till Algoma was represented. He 
contended that the colonial legislatures had 
plenary power in reference to matters with- 
in their jorisdiction, and that, therefore, if 
there was any difficulty or doubt about the 


| sitting of the Legislature beyond February 


2nd, it could be removed by the passage of 
an Act by the Legislature extending its 
term for six months. But, in his opinion, 
that was not necessary now ; and, even if 
Acts were passed after the date of the ox- 
piration of Parliament,how, could the ques- 
tion, of legality arise, seeing that all the 
Acts commenced ‘Her Majesty, by and 
with the consent of the Legislative Assem- 
bly."

He- favored thé holding of 
the ‘general election at as remote a period 
as possible from the date of the last Domin- 
ion election, because of the excitement 
which general elections brought about, 
After defending himself from the charge of 
inconsistency in relation to the sessional 
indemnity he said, as to Senator McPher- 
son’s pamphlet, he had examined it—not 
very carefully though—and he could fi 
no fault with it; but the hon. gentleman 
seemed to havesfallen into the mistake of 
blaming increased expenditure,—while it 
was not increased expenditure that should 
be complained of ; it was improper expend- 
iture to which alone the public were dis- 
powed to objoot, Of course the expenditure, 
as tho Province became larger and irs, 
thickly populated, would become Greater. 
Mr. Preston briefly criticized the ad- 
dress, pointing out the great objections to

| School inspection was also larger than the

He 
proceeded to attack the Government for 
constant violation of their pledges made to 
the country, saying that of the platform they 
once erected nota plank now remained, 
and pointed to their breach of noutrality 
in the Dominion contest as_a more recent 
violation of their faith. He pointed out 
that the Opposition could in no way please 
the Government with respect to thejr criti- 
cism of the financial question ; for,, if Op- 
osition members did make resolutions in 
hoe ‘of reduced expenditure, they were 
charged with insincerity, while if they did 
not make any such motions they wero told 
thav they had no grounds of complaint. 
Alluding to the excuse made by the: attor-

Owen Sound. 


SCOTT, MANAGER 
BANK, INCAUTIOUSLY ADVA’ 
ON DRAFTS SUDSEQUENTLY DIS

(From the Toronto Telegram. ) 

Owen Sounp, Jan. 16.—It was rumored, 
and in now confirmed, that Mr, Scott, Man- 
ager of the Merchants’ Bank hore, had left 
tho town under very suspicious circumstances 
—in fact, had loft his position without letting 
the Head Offico know anything of his dopart- 
uro or subsequent movements. I now give 
‘as full particulars of the uvfortunate affair as 
T have been able to learn by diligent onquir- 
ies from the best informed and most reliablo 
sources. It appears that a lumber merchant 
named Weller, who owus extensive timber 
limita on the North Shore, had drawn on par- 
ties in Michigan for the sum of $30,000, and 
the money was advanced by Mr. Scott, with- 
out reference to the head office in Montreal. 
The drafts were returned, protested. Tho 
party who had received the monoy had gono 
to tho States, whithor Mr, Scott i# supposed 
to have tollowod, on learning that tho drafts 
were not honored. I havo also learned that 
the gentleman who received the money has 
been arrested in Chicago, and that Mr. 
Waterbury, teller in the Bank hore, has gone 
there to testify in favor of the Bank, Mr. 
Scott was an old employee of the Commercial 
Bank, and has been connected with the Mer- 
chants Bank ever since the failure of tho for- 
mor institution, and, as far as I can learn, was 
considered one of the most efficient of its offi- 
cors. So faras I can learn, thore aro no other 
irregularities connected with Mr. Scott's 
managomont, but thia is, no doubt, consider- 
ed sufficient, as it was in direct violation of a 
standing rulo of the Bank that any Manager 
should advance such a sum without direct au- 
thority from the head office. Mr, Scott’a 
suroties, tho Canada Guarantee Company, are 
liable for $10,000 of the amount. Mr. Scott 
was a very popular manager while here, 
and noone more than his friends here will 
eee his departure from tho path of recti- 
tude,

FOURTH SESSION —THIRD PARLIAMENT. 


Tuunspay, Jan. 16, 

. Mr. Granam, oxprossed his concurronco 
in the third paragraph of the address, but 
ho was opposed to the amendment, as he 
did not consider the indemnity any too 
large, and he was propared to defond the 
salaries paid to the ministers. Io hoped 
the Government would not distribute the 
an among the municipalities, but in- 
yest it in improvi i 
bei Pp ing and draining tho 

Mr. Fleshor said, in allusion to the Mac- 
pier pamphlet. that if the Honorable 

enator had been on the floor of the House 
to defend himself, they would haye beon 
spared the ancers that had been cast at him, 
1f the finances of the province were not ad- 
ministrated in a judicious manner, the time 
was hot far distant when direct taxation 
would have to be resorted to in order to 
provide the means to carry on the business 
of the province, Speaking of the indemn- 
ity, it had been said that it would have 
been better if it had come up «en tho 
estimates wore introduced, but he was’ of 
the opposite opinion—it came up in its 
proper place, however objectionable it 
might be to honorable members on the 
ministerial benches. He thought thore 
Was Ro more convincing proof of the hon- 
esty of purpose of the Opposition than 
their desire to reduce their indemnity, 
Speaking of the farmers'sons’ franchise, he 
said it was the first step towards universal 
franchise, which he strongly deprecated. 
If the sons of farmers were endowed with 
the franchise, he asked why should not the 
sons of professional men and merchants bo 
granted the same privilege. 


Mr. Sixcuam, speaking of the surplus, 


said it would not be wise to distribute it,as 
it would not in any measure relieve the 
present depression, for which no one could 
blame the Government. As rogarded the 
Ministers’ salaries, ho thought that they 
were low enough as they at present stood. 
If the Attorney-General had remained on 
the Bench, he would now have been in re- 
ceipt of a stipend of $7,000, so that he had 
made a pecuniary sacrifice when he accept- 
ed the position he now held. . 


Mr, Broper was understood to say that 
when the “round robin” was brought to 
him, ho signod it, although ho objected to 
the bird, being of opinion that’ the in- 
demnity thoy then received was suflicient. 
He deprecated the language used by hon, 
members on tho other side relative to this 
subject, and said if the black flag,inscribod 
with the word “Dishonor,” had , been 
hojsted at all, it had been hoisted by the 
Provincial Government, who had carried it 
into the very bosom of the Government. 
_-Mr. Cranks (Norfolk) said that while the 
fashion that they on the Government sidé 
could not yote for it. 

Mr. Ross spoke next, confining his re- 

marks chiefly to the administration of the 
Educational Department, saying that the 
efforts of the [latter had had the effect of 
giving the people more control over their 
schools, tie said he was one of those who 
refused to sign tho round robin, and hon, 
members of the Opposition side had at- 
tempted to make a political capital out of 
the fact. 
Mr. Barr regretted that the debate had 
been conducted with so much acrimony on 
the part of honorable members on the Min- 
isterial sido, and he especially deprecated 
the extremely strong language used by the 
hon. member for North Norfolk, who had 
imported into his remarks mattors of an 
extrandous nature, in the shape of vituper- 
ation of the members of the Opposition. 
He then severely criticised the present ed- 
ucational system, and honorable:members 
of the Government party, when they went 
to the country, would find in the rural dis- 
tricts a large amount of dissatisfaction at 
their policy in this particular. The power 
at present exercised by the Education De- 
partment was a most tyrannical ono so far 
aa the teachers were concerned, and he gave 
some cases in illustration of his observa- 
tions. A reduction in the indemnity was 
called for by the country, and in obedience 
to the wishes of tho people, the reduction 
should take place (hear, hear). 

Mr, Wrpprrrep moyed the adjournment 
of the debate. 

The House adjourned at 10:50.

plus which was in the hands of the Govern- 
ment. He maintained that the Government 
should mature a policy with reference to the 
surplus, and that it was not the duty of the 
Opposition, which did not control the House, 
and which had only to criticise the measures 
of the Government, to mature such a policy. 
He also showed that in cultivating the aur- 
plus in the hands of the Government their 
supporters included the trust funds in the 
hands of the Dominion Government, which 
were not included in summing up the sur- 
plus under Mr, Sandfield McDonald’s ad- 
ministration, After discussing the propos- 
ed reduction of the number of members, of 
the salaries of Ministers, and of their num- 
bor.to four, he said these subjects should 
be decided upon by the people. He fayor- 
ed the reduction of the indemnity, and he 
would conclude his remarks by stating that 
he had no hositation in voting for the 
amendment under the consideration of the 
House; and, he would do so because he be- 
lieved the country demanded it, because he 
believed it was in the interest of the 
country and because he believed it would 
be a practical step in the direction of that 
For those reasons he would have no nesiv~ 
tion whatever in giving his cordial vote for 
the amendment, (Applause.) 

Mr. Mrizer followed. He contended 


that not one half of the pine lands of tho’ 


Proyince were under license, and that the 
dangers of a diminished revenue were not 
so great as the Opposition wished to indi- 
cate. He expressed the opinion that the 
trado in white pine lumber was reviving 
rapidly, and that the revenue was constant- 
ly improying, and he hoped he would hear 
less about a failing revenue in the future. 
He was opposed to the accumulation of a 
surplus, and maintained that a method 
should be provided to dispose of it. He 
indicated his intention of voting ‘straight 
and square ” for an indemnity of $800, and 
if he conld not get $800 he would be wil- 
ling to move that it be swept away altoge- 
ther. Ho, however, would follow the 
Government in anything it proposed in the 
matter, Ho opposed a reduction in tho 
membership of the House, and, it being 
six o'clock, moved the adjournment of the 
debate. 

Mr. Mowar seconded the motion, stat- 
ing that both sides of the House agreed to 
it,as there was no chance of getting 
through tho debate to-night.

Snow Dritts. 


A great difficulty which occurs almost 
eyery year is the occurrence of snow drifts, 
by which trayol on the public highways is 
usually stopped altogether for days, groat 
exortions being necessary to restore com- 
munication with the markets. Hence from 
this cause people who are unable to reach 
market with their produce are equally pre- 
cluded from purchasing such articles as aro 
required in their households, and goneral 
inconyonience, and in many cases not a 
little distress are occasioned by the losing 
of the avenues of communication, beside’ 
which the public business is brought to a 
standstill, often for days together. That 
drifts are proyentible is generally conceded, 
Dut the difficulty is as to how to do it, al- 
most every person who is spoken to on the 
subject haying, as in the cure” of coughs 
and colds, a panacea which, according to 
their ideas, is unfailing, but which, on 
trial, proves to bo lacking in some essential: 
The County Council have debated the sub- 
ject yoar after year, but with yory little 
result, the only tangible effect of their 
many and long debates being the erection 
of a few rods of experimental fences, some 
of wire and othors of boards placed closely 


together. 

Meanwhile people in other parts of the 
country have been turning their attention 
to the same subject, which is discussed by 
_ a correspondent so fally, ably and instruct- 
_ ively in the Bobcaygeon Independent that 
~ we give his long letter entire, as follows :—

he Grand Trunk. 


Although for somo time past the Grand 
Trunk has not had independent access to 
Chicago, and the traflic receipts haye fallen 
off considerably in consequence, yet the 
London (England) Railway News, which 
devotes a long article to the subject, 
spenks vory favorably of the condition of 
the line and its prospects, Our contempor- 
ary states that a comparison of the present 
condition of the line and its rolling stock, 


and the amount of actual work performed, 


with that of even three years previous, will 
show tho extraordinary rate of progress 
-which has been made in improving the 
carrying capacity of tho line and increasing 
its earning powers. In 1872 there were only 
109 miles of steel rails laid ; there are now 
1,621 miles. The locomotives, which at 
the timo just mentioned were 346 in 
number, have incroased to 434 ; and the 
cars have increased in number from 4,372 
to 8,570, The Company carried in the 
year {first named—tho year immediately 
preceding the change ofjgauge—433millions 
of tons one milo, and last year 776 millions 
of tons. The car miles increased from 88 to 
The number of engines has 
increased 25 per cent ; cars owned by the 
Company increasod 96 per cent ; ditto 
hired decreased 45 per cont ; total of all 
cars owned and hired by the company in- 
creased 55 per cent. Tho engines increas- 
edasaboye by 25 per cent., they have 
moved cara 59 million more miles, or 68 


percent. Each locomotive bho«_therefore 
nbant 4h per cent. more 


work, principally owing to aaving of delay 
and improvement of road and rolling 
stock, 

The company has beon, incommon with 
every other railway on the American con- 
tinent, suffering from the depression of trade, 
but the earliest symptoms of revival of busi- 
ness may bo fairly expected to be followed 
by a rapid improvement in the business of 
this road. The company has no entangling 
alliances to retard its future progress. It 
occupies a position of power and influence, 
and its action is felt by the leading trunk 
lines of the United States, and no arrange- 
ments with respect to traffic made on the 
one side of the St. Lawrence can hope for 
success unless the interests of the Grand 
Trunk has been duly considered and pro- 
vided for. The revival of commercial 
activity which has commenced in the 
States will rapidly extend to Canada and 
the negotiations in regard to reciprocity 
and interchange of traffic may be expected 
to make good progress under {he Adminis- 
tration of Sir J. A. Macdonald, 

The position of the company with regard 
to neighboring and adjoining lines is much 
moro hopeful than it has been for some 
timo past. An -independent access to 
Chicago and the West—a matter which, for 
so many years has been vainly attempted 
to be secured—is an ovent which will not 
be delayed. Negotiations with Mr. Gar 
Fatt, of the Baltimore and Ohio, appeared 
to point in one direction to now sources of 
traffic, and there are somo other directions 
in which now outlets for traffic. may he an- 
ticipated, but which at the present timo it 
would not be judicious to specify. 


Tho trafilc receipts of the company have 

been, of course, for some time past discour- 
aging ; but in connection with this it 
should also be borne in mind that the work- 
ing expenses show almost as great a diminu- 
tion. The returns for Octobor showed a 
reduction of not less than £14,000. Such 
has been tho oconomies effected by’ the 
Company that, during the four months 
from July to the end of October, as much 
4 £38,900 has been saved in the cost of 
working tho line, With a line in excellent 
Working order, and the expense thus re- 
duced, it is clear that an immonse advan- 
tage must result to the Company from a re- 
vival of business, to which the President of 
tho United States recently referred in his 
Message to Congross, and which the Prime 
Minister stated was probably much nearer 
at hand in England than generally ox- 
pected.

The people of London gave Mr, Meredith, 
the member for that city,a grand reception 
on Saturday, the 18th inst., on his first 
visit to his constituents after his election as 
leader of the Conservative party in the 
Ontario Legislature. Several members of 
the Assembly accompanied Mr, Meredith 
to London, amongst whom was Dr. Boulter, 
momber for North Hastings, who delivered 
the following speech, us wo find it reported 
in the London Free Press : 


Dr. Boulter, M. P. P., of North Hastings, 
was next called on, and received with 
demonstrations of appro’ Ho said ho 
would not be doing justico to‘his own feolings 
if ho did not express his groat appreciation at 
seoing sucha large audience so universally 
pleased as those boforo whom he stood at tke 
present time. (Laughter.) From their hap- 
py and contented appearance, he thought 
they had just beon haying a dose of physic, 
(great laughter) and he hoped it would do 
them all the good in the world. (Cheers.) 
He had been in the Layislature since ita open- 
ing in 1867, and had supported the Govern- 
ment of which the Chairman was an influen 
tial and valued momber. Ho regretted to 
say that the successive Governments since 
that time had not followed in the footsteps of 
their predecessors, but had increased the ex- 
penditures by their extravagance and utter 
disregard of economy, Referring to the lead- 
ership of the!Opposition, Dr. Boulter paid a 
high compliment to M. C. Cameron, the late 
leader, and ventured tho opinion that in his 
hands tho ermine would never be dishonor- 
ed.

Scrip for $60 each, payable in government 
land, was issued by the Dominion Goyern- 
ment at the time the transfer was made 
from the Hudson Bay Company, to all 
married half-breeds, men and women, to 
white settlers of ull ages, to volunteers, and 
a quantity in commutation of the ‘‘ Hay 
Privilege.” This scrip is received by the 
Government in payment for land the same 
as cash, but there is very little of it now on 
the market, as it has mostly all been sold 
and located in Dominion lands. Two or 
three years ago it sold at $40 or $50 each, 
but within the past year advanced to from 
3120 to $130.

Mr. Micver resumed thio debate! on the 
address, Uo was followed by Mr, Gibson, 
who apoke at length in defence of the Gove 
ernment, 

Messrs. Sverstncen aud McMinox, 
both Government supporters, followed in 
short speeches. 

Mr, Lone found fault with the great ex- 
pense of the educational system, and he 
suggosted a system of butter inspection, 
Regarding the indemnity, he pointed out 
that it wis the Government which broke 
the contract between members of parties of 
either side of the House, Who indemnities 
were increased gta time when the Province 
could afford it ; but now, salaries haying’ a 
downward’ tendency, and economy being 
the order of the day, the members of the 
House should begin by reducing their own 
receipts. The indemnity was not given in 
order that members should make money 
out of Meee eae the people, and he, for 
one, would ‘not mind if it was wiped out 
altogethor.. If it wad wiped ont the people 
would not object to it ; and, now that a re- 
duction was aaked, it could not hurt the 
clectérs. Why, therefore, should some 
hon, mémbera make such an‘ objection to.a 
reduction ? (Hear, shear). The present 
salaries of Ministers, he held, would not 
be toy high if they. gaye their entire time'to 
their offices : but'they did not do that, and 
therefore should submit to a decrease, |, 

Mr. Oatvin réferred to the necessity of 
legislating in regard to the exemptions from 
taxation, and pointed out. what injustice 
was inflicted upon a large portion of the 
community by tho existence of these ‘ex+ 
emptions. It was not right to exempt large 
sums of money on mortgages, which were 
generally well secured.. The banks that 
lent money and gained largé interests were 
exempt, while the farmers had to .pay’on 
what they owed. He would advocate the 
taxing of mortgages and the éxemption of 
personal, property, He condemned the 
ison, the taper rédiits oy cies! Daan 
lishment of the School’ of Technology, and. 
the inconsistencies characterising the rules 
and regulations allowed to be issued by 
schoolauthorities under the operation of the 
school law. He concluded by advocating 
areduction of the indemnity and of Minis- 
ters’ salaries. 

Mr. Honrer would not support the 
amendments, aud would deal with tho in- 
deninity afterwards, though opposed to a 
reduction of Ministers’ salaries. He hoped 
that the Attorney General would deal with 
the Division’ Court question as. promised 
last session, He gaye it as his opinion 
that the Dominion insolyency law might 
be amended, as it afforded inducements to 
men to become bankrupt. He believed 
that the insolvency Jaw should ‘be brought 
into (foree periodically only, say onco in 
five, yenrs. 

Mr, Ricuaxvson considered'that the ex- 
emption question should be dealt with, and 
the salaries of judges and Ministers taxed. 
He consideréd the school system too ex- 

ensive, and wished the jurisdiction of the 

ivision Courts extended He advocated 
the lessening of the cost of municipal elec- 
tions, reduction of the indemnity and of 
the membership of the House, 

Mr. Corie spoke at great length on the 
cost of legislation and criticised Senator 
McPherson's pamphlet. 

Dr. O’Sururvan oxpréssed himself op- 
posed to the reduction of the indemnity, 
but if it were to be reduced so should also 
the salaries of Ministers. Both parties had 
‘been guilty of resorting to tho extreme 
medsores of party warfare, but the Con- 
servatives did not claim to possess all the 
purity in the House, whereas the Reform- 
ers were hypocritical enough to lay claim to 
all the virtue known, and in this consisted 
the difference betwoon the two partics, He 
himself felt that the greatest amount of 
immorality he had to wade through sinco 
ho entored the House came from the other

Had the times mended they would 
have found their work easior doubtless, 
but as it is they are committed to the Na- 
tional Policy, and the country will soon 
know what they mean by it.” 

The above remarks carry with them a 
fitting rebuke of the course of the Grit 
journals in rpgard to this matter.

| if he has any. 

\, Take Cans or tax Asies.—Many fires 
‘ocour through caroless disposal of ashes. 
Tho ash-house should be at a safe distance 
from any other buildings. A safe way is 
to keep the ashes in an iron can or 
holder, until cool, and then throw them 
into the box or receptacle provided for 
them. Wood ashes are too valuable to 
wasto, and coal ashes make an excellent ab- 
sorbent in the earth-closet, and are very 
good for making hard footpaths, 

Tur Barns should bo kept clean and 
tidy. Tho lot of usless rubbish so apt to 
gather in buildings should be disposed of 
at least once a year. Whatever is useful 
should be stored and cared for. 

Satu Marrens make up tho sum of our 
comfort, and constant attention to them 
will not only saye trouble, but will confirm 
a habit of looking after more important 
things. 

Tue Darry Work should be done ac- 
cording to system. This will lighten labor 
and save time ; things will be done in order, 
and be less forgotten. 

Tue Cows should be cleaned before 
morning milking, then fed—the feed hav- 
ing been prepared as far as possible, the 
previous afternoon, This, with the care of 
the horses, and a light feed to the small 
stock, will occupy the time before break- 
fast. 

Avrer Breaxrast the small stock should 
be further looked to, fed and watered. The 
same hours as nearly as possible should be 
observed each day for these matters. Ani- 
mals are exacting as regards time, and are 
uneasy under irregularity. After the small 
stock are cared for, horses and cows should 
bo watered, and the latter turned into the 
yard. 

In Sronmy Wearuer the stock are better 
under cover than exposed to the wintry 
blasts, It is a mistake to suppose that ex- 
posure makes them hardy; on the con- 
trary they are weakened by it, 

Fopprk Racks:—The wasteful practice 
of throwing hay and fodder upon the ground, 
to be fought over and trampled upon, is 
far too frequent. A choap foddering rack, 
covered and protected from the weather, 
should be provided in every yard, 

Prorgction ror Stock should be pro- 
vided even when the winters are relatively 
mild. Dry snow is not so chilling asa cold 
rain ; damp winds,even some degrees above 
the freezing point, often prove disastrous. 
A shed open to the south, however rough, 
will answer as a shelter, 


Worx ror raz Teams,—Work should be 
found for the horses and cattle. They are 
all the better for exercise, and by looking 
around, useful work may always be found. 
If nothing better offers, make a holiday, 
and take the children for a drive. 
Mirxrxe Cows should be kept dry and 
clean in the stalls, and extra feed be given 
to dairy cows that fall off in their milk, A 
few quarts of ground oats, linseed-oil cake, 
meal, or bran, stirred in the water in the 
sini rece) will increase the milk- 

low. 


Carves.—Warmth and cleanliness will 
keep the young calves in a good condition 
with light feeding, while without these 
heavy feeding will do more harm than good. 
It is unless to over-feed young animals in 
an otfort to make up for the want of care.. 

Ewes.—Sometimes a few lambs will 
come in January. By good care these may

Pens AnD Yarps.—If plentiful litter is 
provided, the pens and yard need not 
necessarily be cleaned out often; but 
enough litter should be used to keep a dry 
bed and to prevent much heat in the 
manuer. If there are any smell apparent, 
alight dusting of ground plaster will re- 
moye it. 

A Barret or Praster should be kept in 
a handy piace in every stable and manure 
cellar. here this is used constantly, 
there will be freedom from the usual strong 
odor of stables and fermenting manure,and 
a saving of valuable materia] which would 
otherwise escape. 

A Curry-Coms ox OAxp and Brosu 
freely used will help to keep the cows, 
calyes, and other cattle, as well as horses, 
in good health -and comfort. If there is 
doubt about this, a short trial’ will con- 
vince any one that the practice is a profit- 
able one, . 

A Crear Heap and good judgment are 
needed for success in business. Just now 
farmers need to be more thoughtful and 
careful then eyer before. If times are bad 
it is the greater reason why we should be 
liberal in getting all possible helps to make 
them better. A good journal may be 
worth hundreds of dollars every year to 
any farmer, if he will only study it care- 
fully. 

Swive.—Pork is lower than for many 
years past. There have been about 10,000,- 
000 pigs marketed within twelve mouths. 
That this yast number should have been 
disposed of at any price is an extraordinary 
fact. It proves that the market is practi- 
cally unlimited, if the price is low enough, 
The aim must be to produce pork as cheap- 
ly as possible. The way to do this,is to keep 
only the best,and have pigs heavy acount 
for pork, without wintering over. Apig of 
the best breed may be made to weigh 300 
Ibs. within a year. Only such pigs will pay 
at present, and poor stock won't pay at all.

He rejoiced in the promise of the Govern- 
ment to amend our Jury laws, as expenses 
connected with the selection of Juries, were 
excessive, and that he would give his sip- 
port to any measure which would lessen 
the expense, without decreasing the effici- 
ency of the Jury system. He thought the ex- 
tension of the franchise to farmers’ sons to 
School Elections, was scarcely worth aclause 
in the address, but if by legislation interest 
could be created in the ratepayers generally 


with regard to school matters, it would be 


a good thing. The School elections now 
were scarcely ever attended; in his own city 
five out of seven Trustees were returned by 
acclamation, and the other two were de- 


cided either on party grounds or petty 
jealousy.” In thanking the Lieut.-Governor 


for the promise of bringing down the re- 


ceipts and expenditure, he regretted they 


were not brought down before, as the ac- 
counts for 1877 were not yet in the hands 
of the members. 

Hon. Mr. Crooxs.—The receipts and ex- 
penditures are for 1878 ; the public ac- 
counts were for 1877. 


Mr. Wiuts.—I understand. The Publio 
Accounts are the elaboration of the mone- 
tary transactions of Government, = the 
statement of the receipts and expenditures 
are only a synopsis of the same ; he thought 
that the detention of the Public Accounts 
in the hands of the Government for 1877 
to 1879 was inexcusable, He suggested, 
when he first had the honor of speaking in 
the House, that the financial year should 
terminate on some other day than the 3lst 
of December. The Public Accounts com- 
mittee had also more than once recommend- 
ed the same, so that the affairs of the Prov- 
ince should be placed in the hands of the 
representatives of the people down to the 
latest practicable date. Yet the old sys- 
tem is continued, and the public accounts 
aro only placed in our hands in the second 
year from the date of the transactions 
therein recorded. Ho said the hop, Com- 
missioner of Public Works had made somo 
cynical gratulations to the member for East 
Toronto, and had made rather an unhappy 
comparison between him and the Premier 
as to the manner in which those gentlemen 
entered this House. He always understood 
from the general reports, that when the 
deputation called on the hon, Premier to 
come down from the Bench and enter the 
arena of politics, that they were assured by 
him that he had not lost sight of politics 
during tho time he was exercising his judi- 
cial position,—that in fact his party bias 
had never deserted him, and that his party- 
ism remained with him on the Bench. This 
was the gravamen of the offence imputed 
to him. None such applies to the hon. 
member for East Toronto. The debate 
would not have been so long if the Hon, 
Commissioner of Public Works had not 
made a general onslaught on the Opposition. 
He attacked the Opposition because they 
Were not an unit on “What exemptions 
should be made in taxation, and because 
the people themselves were not agreed in 
the matter, and then argued that no at- 
tempt should be made in the Legislature af- 
fecting such taxation, until all parties are 
agreed. Ho (Mr. Wills) was not prepared 
for such a “ fly on the wheel” policy to 
be enunciated from the Treasury benches, 
and from such an important occupant as 
the Commissioner of Public Works.

Mr, Wi11s,—Now we have to be thankful 
that we have aright to investigate any accourt 
called for during one hout in thedayifyouhave 
time to attend then, that is between thehoursof 
tena. m., when the Accountant comes to 
his office, and the hour of 11 o'clock a m, 
when the Committee meets. The public can 
now see how cautiously the Public Accounts

has spent a considerable part of his time in 
Europe, when important works were 
done, and large amounts disbursed by hi 
partment. It is in his department that 
way Inspections are made, and that roads, 
which are neither ballasted. fenced, nor fur- 
nished with stations or watertanks aro accept- 
ed as completed, and bonuses f public money 
paid to, and under the pies of such inspection 
municipalities are called on to pay over the 
bonuses granted by them. Yea, and it is in 
his department that pay lists are paid without 
the proper voucher as I mentioned before. If 
there are corrupt acts done by the Govern- 
ment, the most likely place to look 
for them, in his Mr. Wills' opinion, 
is in the Department of Public Works 
He then proceeded to take up the the unfair 
criticism of Senator Macpherson’s pamphlets. 
He was of opinion that Senator Macpherson 
or any other citizen, had a right to investi 
gate the Public Accounts, and give a fair 
statement of comparative expenditures. ‘Tho 
Hon, Senator had given in his figures such 
only as could be proved by the Pablic Ac- 
counts, inferences from them can be drawn 
by -the~ public. He thought it unfair 
of the member for Huron to accuse the 
Hon. Senator of hypocrisy, because he lumped 
together several sums in the administration of 
Justice Account to the amount of $56,677, 
jn the same manner as they are lumped in the 
statement of receipts and expenditure for1877, 
becauso, forsooth, he might have been able 
to separate the items had be consulted,a com- 
parative statement of the appropriations and 
Oxpenditures mado for tho purpose of showing 
whether the appropriations had been excood- 
od or not. This,be thought,on the part of the 
Hon. member for Huron, may be termed 
hypercritical, and is not sufficiont to warrant 
the opprobious names which tho Hon, mem- 
ber has given him.

On a visit to thiscity afow days ago,

Dominion Board of Trade. 


On the 22nd inst., a lengthy ‘discussion 
took place on the introduction 6f a motion 
by the Hon. James Skead to make the in- 
spection of butter compulsory in future. 
After several gentlemen had discussed the 
question, on motion of Mr. Thos. White, 
the matter was referred to a special com- 
mittee to report upon at tho present seasion,

way would furnish employment to our 
people, open up our iron mines and stim- 
ulate the establishment of rolling mills, 
locomotive works and car factories,—Re- 
solved, That the Government be urged to 
proceed with the building of the Pacific 
Railway, and with the deepening and‘ en- 
Jarging of the St. Lawrence Canals as 
rapidly as the circumstances of the coun- 
try will permit. 

Moved by Mr; MoOulloch, seconded by 
Mr. McKechnie, that the depression of in- 
dustry in Great Britain having called the 
attention of the public of that country to 
the advantages of emigration, asa means of 
relieving the distress which prevails, this 
eccunion offers'x favorable~ opportunity for 
the Canadian Government to consider, and 
if possible,to carry outa policy which would 
diréct immigration to the settlement of un- 
occupied lands of the Dominion; that any 
action in Great Britain for the purpose, 
whother on the part of the Government or 
by individual effort, should bo heartily co- 
operated in by the Government of Canada.

The Intercolonial Railway. 


It appears that tho present Government 
are not at all satisfied with tho expensive 
manner in which the Intercolonial Railway 


has been managed for some time, and 
that eeveral changes in tho mode of man- 
agement, by which a large saving in ex- 
penditure will be brought about, are to be 
made, The nature of these changes is 
thus indicated by the Ottawa correspon- 
dent of the Mail:—‘‘It has beon made 
plain by investigations into the business of 
the Intercolonial Railway that the manage- 
ment of that great intercolonial highway 
needs change in the direction of economy. 
It has been found that the aggregate de- 
ficiency on the operations of the road dur- 
ing the past two years—that is tho excess 
of expenditure over revenue—amounts to 
over eleven hundred thonsand dollars, in 
spite of the fact that the winters have been 
open and prices and wages Jower than ever 
bofore. It is also found that the result of 
tho operations of the first quarter of this 
year shows an excess of expenditure over 
revenue of some twenty-one thousand dol- 
lars over the same period of last year. It 
-is understood that the Minister of Public 
Works, finding these results most unfavor- 
able to the public scrvice and interests, 
+ thas recommended to the Cabinet a reor- 
ganization of the staff with a view to a 
large reduction in the expenditure ; and 
that the Governniént have decided to adopt 


United States ; and, in the meantime, that 
the sanction of Parliament be obtained for 
such a course, 
The Insolvency Act also came in for an 
elaborate discussion, but it is very unlikely 
that any radical change in legislation on 
this subject willbe made during the coming 
session.

Relics of’37, 


From the FenelonFalls Gazette. 


Mr, William Jameson, of Point Fortune, 
Quebec, who died in this village on Monday 
last, at the residence of his sister, Mra, 
Cunningham,requested a few days ago that, 
if the attack of heart disease from which he 
was suffering should prove fatal, his body 
should be opened before burial and a search 
made for a pistol bullet and a portion of a 
brace buckle which he had been carrying 
somewhere within him for about forty-one 
years. In 1837, the memorable year of the 
rebellion in Canada, Mr, Jameson, then a 
young and strong man, resided at Carillon, 
in the Lower Province, and one day, in the 
bost-oftice there, got arguing politica: with 
a “rebel,” whose language became 80 in-

sulting or otherwise provoking that at last 
Mr Jameson struck him,whereuponhe drew 
@ pistoland fired at his loyal opponent. 
The bullet broke the iron buckle of the 
right suspender and then entered his breast, 
inflicting a wound which came near proving 
fatal and from which he was laid up for six 
wooks. At the expiration of that period 
he was nearly well again, and never after- 
wards felt any ill effects from the hurt ; but 
as the bullet had not been extracted, and 
as it was believed to havo taken the missing 
part of the buckle in with it, Mr. Jame- 
son often expressed and repented during his 
last illness, the wish that after his death 
tho locality of the “foreign bodies,”as medi- 


cal men would call them, should be ascer- 


tained, and Drs. Allen and Bryson soarch- 
od for and were successful in finding them, 
on Monday last. ‘They were near together 
and closo to the backbone, the bullet rest- 
ing on the diaphragm and entirely envelop- 
ed by a cartilaginous formation of consider- 
ablo size, while tho other article was parti- 
ally hidden by 4 deposit more nearly ro- 
sombling flesh. Tho bullet is for a pistol 
of rather large bore, and was originally 
round, but is much damaged at ono spot, 
no doubt where it struck the buckle, which 
was broken by the blow, the part with the 
tongue or tongues attached probably ro- 
maining fast to the suspender. ‘fhe por- 
tion driven in by the bullet formed three 
sides of the bucklo, and is of the simplest 
description, being merely a pieco of iron 
wire, about two inches long and bent at 
right angles a little moro than half an inch 
from each end, It is only rusted in spots, 
and there not deeply, and the mark mado 
by the blow of tho bullet is still plainly 
visible,

Carelessness in Business. 

The New York Observer remarks :—We 
foar it is part of "that national habit, growing 
moro inveterate, to sacrificermuch to haste 
and to trust toluck, Mercantile houses receiy- 
ing large sums of money by mail trust to un- 
tried boys and others as porters, Clerks are 
permitted to receive money with small check 
on their integrity and carelessness. The want 
of care in keeping sccurities is flagrant, and 
the ease with which they are stolen would be 
amusing if the loss were not itself rather seri- 
ous. The use of messengers to large 
sums of money is an illustration of the false 
security that business men feel when they en- 
trust hundreds and thousands of dollars to the 
keeping of a servant, who goes with the 
mou into a crowded stroct, watched for 
months perhaps, by adroit and experienced 
thieves. Millions of moncy are on the street 
in this unprotected way every business day of 
the year. Asa large part of the burglaries in 
private houses are the result of collusion with 
the parties inside, so the robberica of moncy 
in the hands of those not its owners, are fre- 
quently concerted between the holder and the 
thief. The temporary care of a large sum of 
money by one who does not own it is itself a 
great temptation, Young men haye not been 
tried. Their principles may be good, and 
their moral force very weak. Great men bave 
fallen under temptation, and it is easy for an 
untried, unknown, and ayaricious youth to be 
led into sin of taking what is already in his 
keoping. This docs not palliate the crime, 
but it enchances the wrong of those who put 
the bait before him. In all banks, all offices 
of business, especially those having the care of 
other people’s money, there should be far 
more caution in the keeping of books, in the 
examination of accounts, in the requirement 
of reports, etc., so that annually, quarterly, 
monthly, weekly or daily,’as the business may 
admit, every item may be had of the precise

What ‘Thou Shalt not Steal” 
Means. 


Tho thing that is needed is that the com- 
mand “Thou shalt not steal” should be trans- 
lated into the terms of modern commercial 
life. It ought to be shown, to begin with, 
that cheating is stealing ; that every transac- 
tion in which by deceit or concealment or mis- 
roprésentation a man obtains money or other 
values that he could not have obtained if ho 
had told the truth, is a direct infraction of the 
eighth commandment ; that he who gains an 
advantage by telling alice or by hiding the 
truth in a commercial transaction, is just as 
really a thief, in the sight of God's law, as he 
who picks his neighbor's pocket. 

Then, it ought to be shown with equal dis- 
tinctness that the commandment forbida all 
violations of the law of trust. He who appro- 

riates to his own use Property entrusted to 

im for safe keeping is a thief. He who risks 
in private speculation the property which has 
been placed in bis hands for specific purposes 
is a thief. The boy who spends the money of 
his Sunday-school class, or of his ball-elub, 
for his own purposes, breaks the eighth com- 
mandment, He may intend to replace the 
money thus taken ; he may think he knows 
just where he will be able to obtain it ; but 
this gives him no right to take it. Every 
penny of it ought to be sacredly kept, that he 
may give atany moment an exact account of 
his stewardship. 

Such distinct applications of the Bible law 
of honesty to the aflaira of every day are al- 
ways needed, and if the pulpit has failed at 
all, it has probably failod just here. It is not 
only true, as the venerablo pastor says, that 

wo have not made enough honestly,it is also 
truo that we have not made it so plain as we 
ought to have dono what honesty requires and 
forbids, Specific and emey teaching 
from the pulpit on this point would be timely 
and serviceable.—Sunlay A/lernoon.

First—Bocauso tho laws of the land required 
it. Ho had previously called attention to tho 
yequirementa of the laws of the Church ; he 
would now give them tho laws of the land, 
Hero ho cited from memory the substance of 
4th and Sth Vic,, chap, 27, secs, 28 and 31 in- 
clusive, ond remarked that certain persops in 
his congregation had beeu borne with as long

ing to law. Socondly—But there were other 
and higher reasons, viz. : Self-rospect, ro- 
wpect for their family, respect for the 
congregation, — rospoct for the a Whole 
community in which they dwell.

Of all the qualities that combine to form a 
good character, there is not one more important 
than reliability.

We see so much all 
around us that exhibits the absence of this 
crowning quality, that we are tempted in our 
bilious moods to deny its very existence. But 
there are, nevertheless, reliable men, men to 
be depended upon,to be trusted, in whom you 
may repose confidence, whose word is as good 
as their bond, and whose promise is perform- 
ance, If any one of you know such a man, 
make him your friend. Youcanonly do so 
however, by assimilating his character. The 
reliable man is a man of good judgment, He 
does not jump at conclusions. He is not a 
frivolous man, Ho is thoughtful. Ho turns 
over a subject in his mind, and looks at it all 
round, ‘¢ is not a partial or one-sided man, 
Ho sees through a thing. He is apttobe a 
yery reticent man. He does not have to talk 
a great deal. Ho is a moderate man, not only 
in habits of body, but also of mind. He is 
not a passionate man ; if so by nature, he has 
overcome it by grace. He is a sincere man, 
not a plotter or schemer, What ho says may 
be relied on, Ho is a trustworthy man. You 
feel safe with your property or the administra- 
tion of affairs in his hand. He is a brave man, 
for his conclusions are logicilly deduced from 
the sure basis of truth, and he docs not fear 
to maintain them. Ho is a good man, for no 
one can be thoroughly honest and truthful 
without being good. "Is such a quality attain- 
ablo? Most assuredly so. It is not born—it 
is made, Character may be formed ; of course, 
then, its component parts may be moulded to 
that formation. 


Enthusiasm and Exaggeration. 


The Sunday School Times says :—" A great 
deal is said in censure of exaggeration in

DR. BOULTER’S SPEECH ON THE 
ADDRESS, 


, Dr. Boutren said, when he firat read tho 
Speech from the threne, he did not anticipate 
avery longthy debate upon it, for although 
formidablo in length, when the congratulatory 
and sympathetic clauses (with which they 
could all agree) and the clauses relating to the 
sl wero struck out, there was but little left 
foreshadowing future logislation. The Gov- 
ernment at first paid but little attention to 
what was said by tha Opposition, and voted 
down the amendment proposed by the hon. 
member for East ‘Toronto without discussing 
it; but their majority was so small (only nine} 
on that division, that they thought best to 
give the amendments now before the House a 
full consideration, The amendment of the 
member for East Grey did not appear to cause 
much uneasiness, but when the formidable 
member for South Simcoo (hear, hear,) tacked 
on his amendment, taking a square hold on 
the address, then the fight began in earnest, 
The Minister of Public Works treaved tho 
House to a four hours’ speech, in which ho 
used very violent and uncalled-for language 
to the members on this side of the House, ac- 
cusing the Opposition of having raised the 
black flag, and accused them ot piracy and 
treachery, because they had made a motion in 
favor of economy, and rallied his followers by 
declaring the amendment a want of confidence 
motion, and asked thom to vote it down (hear, 
hear). Shortly after this lengthy speech, the 
Provincial Secretary thundered forth for two 
hours, exhausting the yocabulary to find suf- 
ficient words to cast upon the Opposition, and 
what did all this violent eloquence amount to? 
Simply that the Opposition had moved too 
early in this matter to suit the Government, 
and their proposition must be voted down. 
Every one knew that every member in the 
House was responsible for the increase, and 
some thought the secret session proposition 
came from the Opposition side of the House, 
but such was not the fact (bear, hear). The 
secret session was proposed by an hon. mem- 
ber on the Government side of the House, as 
a ‘tqnestion of privileze.” (Applause.) He 
did not, however, attach much importance to

Ice, 


If you haye an icehouse clean it up to be 
ready for the storage of ice, or, if you have 
none, it will pay well tomake one, A very 
cheap shed will do, about twelye féet square 
and eight feet high. Theice must be sur- 
rounded on all sides and underpeath with a 
foot of tan bark, eel gress or fine cut litter, 
and if this is watched often and well rammed 
down as the ice settles it will keep well, but 
if neglected it will rapidly waste away in 
warm weather, Ventilation over the ice and 
under the roof is necessary. If the building 
can be shaded by trees and vines it will also 
help to keep off the summer sun, Ice is not 
a mere luxury—it is almost a necessity. It is 
a comfort nobody would be without who has 
once used it, and where fresh meat is to be 
provided for tho family it is indispensable. 
‘A good sized refrigerator should be provided, 
in which meat can be stored when bought at 
wholes»le and can be kept a week or two, 
and this saving will very soon be found to 
cancel the expense of the ice and the refriger- 
ator. Then if any of the family happen to 
fall sick in summer think what a blessing it 
is to be able to furnish them with this cooling 
application, Ice can generally be bought of 
the ice companies when they are cutting it at 
about $1 per cord at the pond. This is’ ver} 
much cheaper than to attempt to cut it wit! 
an axe, and to provide the tools for cuttin, 
by horses fora small family supply woul 
hardly pay. A shed twelve fect square and 
eight feet high will store about five cords of 
ice, and will require about five cords of pack- 
ing to keep it This will be an ample supply 
for a large family during the hot season, If 
a large supply is required for cooling milk in 
the fairy) &6., a larger supply will, of course, 
be noeded—the above named amount will be 
found ample for the use of a largo family,—

CHEDDAR AND STILTON CHEBSB. 

A recent English work says: Tho va- 
rious kinds of cheeso which divide tho 
public favor owo thoir charactor to diffor- 
ence in the manipulation of the curd, tho 
character of the pasture, and othor loss 
ovident peculiarities in their manufacture, 
In Ayrshire tho milk is heated to cighty- 
five or ninety degrees Fahr., when the 
rennot is added, and the consequence 18 & 
vory rapid sotting of the curd. Oheddar 
cheese is made by firat adding rennet. 
The curd is afterwards finally broken and 
actively stirred in the whey, which is 
heated by drawing off a portion, placing 
it in a vessel in boiling water, and roturn- 
ing it to the remainder. This is done 
twice ; the first time heatin, the whole 
mass up to one hundred dogrees Fahr. 
Half a pound por cont. of salt is added to 
the crumbled curd. A Stilton cheeso is 
made from nino gallons of now milk. 
Lamb’s atomach is used as the basis of the 
rennet, and when the curd is sot it is not 
broken, as in Gloucestershire; but is laid 
upon a canvass strainer ina cheese basket. 
After a few hours, when sufficiently firm, 
it is laid in a vat in slices, and salt is

A GooD cow. 


Selma is puzzled to know ‘ what is a 
good cow.” Tho working of a cow has 
aptly been compared to the running of a 
machine, It requires a certain amount of 
power to overcome the friction ; and what- 
over power wo have over, goes to do the 
work. It requires a certain amount of 
food to keep up the cow in fair condition, 
and the surplus food goes to produce milk 
or fat, 

A cow whose digestive apparatus enables 
her to convert a large amount of surplus 
food into milk, 1s a good cow for milk, and 
a cow that has a capacity to convert a large 
amount of surplus food into fat, is a good 
cow for the butcher. 

The cow or breed of cows whose milk 
contains a large percentage of casein is a 
good cow or breed for the cheese dairy, 
while the cow whose milk is rich in cream 
is a good cow for the butter dairy. 

If it were possible to combine all these 
qualities in one animal, we would have a 
good cow for all purposes. Milk that is 
rich in casein is not likely to be rich in 
butter, and the cow that yields two or 
three pounds per day of fat in butter, can- 
not, in the nature of things, put so much 
fat on her back. 

If Selma wants a good butter cow, he 
must select a cow bred for her butter-pro- 
ducing qualities, and so for milk, cheese or 
beef IV. J.R., in Country Gentleman. 

Now and then a cow previously good, 
suddenly shows a decrease in her milk, 
This never should be a reason for neglect- 
ing her ; on the contrary, she should have 
a very comfortable, clean, airy, but warm 
places, and the best offeed. She will soon 
recover, provided an actual disease has not 
set in. 

PROPORTION OF CREAM TO MILK. 

The proportion of cream to milk yielded 
by cows of the various breeds used in the 
dairy, was ascertained by experiment, in 
England, some time since, to be as follows : 
Brittany cows, 16.27 to 22.00 per cent of 
crenm ; Jerseys, 18.65 to 22.00 per cent; 
cross of Jersey and Short-horn, 17.95 to 
19.05 per cent ; Short-horn or Durham, 
15.32 to 18.56 per cent; Devon, 14.86 to 
17.00 per cent; and Ayrshire, 13.47 to 
14.84 per cent. The variations depended 
on the feed, which for the lowest yield was 
grass or hay only, and for the highest was 
the most abundant food of the riches 
character that could be procured. As & 
general thing, however, cream is yielded in 
larger proportion in our dairies that in 
those of England, we have been assured by 
Mr, Orozier, of Northport, L. I, that ho 
has taken one quart of cream from three 
quarts of milk from one of his Jersey 
lows, —Agriculturist, 


SKIM CHEESE. 

We understand that a good many farm- 
ers in the southerly part of the county are 
sorely tempted to enter into the manufac- 
ture of skim cheese. Somebody is tryi 
to fool them with the delusion that they 
can take the water out of the milk and 
still make a marketable cheese, They 
have been practicing this thing out in 
Herkimer county for some time past and 
are now endeavoring to induce St. Law- 
rence county cheese makers to do the 
same. It is a mistake. Cheese makers 
should do everything in their power to 
improve the quality of their products, and 
study now to increase the number of 
cheese eaters, Oonsidering the muscle 
prducny qualities of cheese, there should 

6 twenty pounds consumed in the United 
States where one is now. By improving 
the quality this may be brought about. 
The foreign market is glutted with cheeso ; 
the New York store houses are full, and 
many of the factories are holding their 
1878 make, and still there is no good 
cheese offering in the home local markets, 
Asa general thing the people have ceased 
to be cheese eaters. We hear that a 
Montreal house has commenced an action 
against a St. Lawronco county cheese 
factory for selling its skims for full cream 
cheese. No choose maker should imagine 
that the consumer cannot tell the differ- 
ence between skim, part skim, and full 
cream cheese, and thus fall into a fatal de- 
lusion. The pnblic taste is as se! 
ita cheese as to its butter, aud the more 
good extra quality of either there is mado 
the more there will be consumed, —Ogdens- 
burg Journal. 


Balky Horses. 


The Society for the Prevention of Oruel- 
ty to Animals puts forth the following rules 
for the treatment of balky horses, which 
will bear reproduction :— 

1. Pat the horse upon the neck; examine 
the harness carefully, first on one side and 
then onthe other, speaking encouragingly 
while doing so, then jump into the waggon 
and give the word go; generally he will 
obey. 

2, A teamater in Maine says he can start 
the worst balky horse by taking him out of 
the shafts and making him go round ina 
circle till he is giddy. If the first dance of 
thia sort doesn’t cure him, the second will 

3. To cure a balky horse, simply place 
your hand over the horse's nose and shut 
off his wind till he wants to go, and then 
let him go, 

4. Tho brain of the horse scems to enter- 
tain but one idea ata timo; therefore con- 
tinued whipping only confirms his stubborn 
resolve. If you can by any means give him 
& now subject to think of you will genorally 
havo no trouble in starting him. A simplo 
remedy is to take n couplo of turns of atout 
twino around the foreleg, just below tho 
knoe, tight enough for the liorse to fecl.and

The East Hastings lection Case. 


Wo congratulate Mr. White upon the re- 
sult of the trial in this matter, Satisfied 
from the commencement that a small 
majority had been by means of undue in- 
fluence, fraud, bribery, and unscrupulous 
use of Governmental power, obtained against 
him, he determined to haye a recount of 
tho ballots. The officious intermeddling of 
Mr. Harford Ashley, Reeve of Thurlow, on 
behalf of his protege, supplied the material 
which on the recount gave the majority to 
Mr, White, but ho not desiring to sit as a 
minority candidate, at the very commence- 
ment and repeatedly since offered to vacate 
the soat and “run the election over again.” 
This did not suit the party of purity. They, 
‘as is their wont when defeated, rosorted to 
abuso and brag. The judge who performed 
his duty impartially—and properly as the 
decision of Mr. Justice Armour provos— 
was slandered by almost every organ of the 
party from the Globe down to the Ontario.

were rejected with scorn. Mr. Ayles- 
worth claims the seat, and will have 
it, was the cry.

by Judge Armour. Mr. Lazier on his re- 
count gave Mr, Whité a majority of legal 
ballots of 20. Mr. Armour on his recount 
gives him a majority of 62. The difference 
being accounted for by Judge Armour dis- 
allowing all of the ballots excepting ten 
which were not marked, cast at poll 
No. 5, Hungerford, which poll gave Mr, 
Aylsworth a majority of 24, whilst Mr.

But inasmuch as the result is obtained by 
thedisfranchising through the irrogularities 
of the Deputy Returning Officers of a largo 
number of the electors, Judge Armour 
ordered a new election, which Judge Lazier 
had not the power to do. 

Wo would particularly call the attention 
of tho electors to the well merited rebuke 
of Judge Armour to Harford Ashley and 
Eleazer Brintnell, and such other zealous 
intermeddlers, 

His Lordship took occasion to advise the 
Deputy Returning Officers to allow no one 
but the proper officer to advise and instruct 
them as to their duty, and commented 

severely upon the officious intermoddling of 
the gentlemen named, calling them ‘‘med- 
dling busybodies.”’ 

That bribery was used to a largo ox- 
tent to secure the return of the Grit 
candidate for East Hastings at tho last elec- 
tion, we have the fullest evidence, and if 
we are not misinformed, the quo warranto

roquisites to the germination of soeds, 
Very minute seeds, as Jobelia and all that 
class, which require to be sown on or noar 
tho surface. must be kept moiat by artificial 
moans, This overy gardener knows, and 
every amateur should know—that no soods 
noed be planted deeper than about 
three times their diamoter to insure prompt 
and heolthy growth, if the necessary heat 
‘and moisture be given. This heat should 
rango at fifty to sixty degrees for all hardy 
plants, and from sixty to eighty degrees for 
tender ones. Another important thing to 
be kept in mind is that there must be con- 
tact of uir with the seed in order to insure 
It is tho oxygen of the 
air that quickens the vital force of the gorm. 
The soil must be modorately light to msure 
tho ontrance of air to the earth, and hence 
the importance of preventing the soil from 
becoming crusted, When seeds are started 
in pots or in boxes, we have never found a 
better plan, after sowing tho seod in a good

mold and at the proper depth, than to cover 


tho pots or boxes with pieces of glass. This 
not only gives acceas to the sun’s rays, and 
consequently heat, but the glass prevents 
tho radiation of heat and at the samo time 
conserves moisture, Jt saves much water- 
ing, and the seed is kept in a more equable 
condition as to heat and moisture than b 
any other plan we have ever tried. Wit

Improve the Wertility of your 
Farm. 


If farmers would show half the economy 
and ingenuity in the management of their 
farms that their wives doin household af- 
fairs there would be fewer of them living 
with perhaps a 
mortgage always on hand to cat up any 
small profits which might else accumulate. 
The waste of manure, or rather the want of 
economy in dealing with it, is one of the 
most important causes of ill success in 
farming. Labor ischeap at this season, 
and may be made use of in many ways 
where it would pot pay if work was hurried. 
Rich soil around barnyards and stables 
that has become saturated with manure 
should be gathered up and drawn on sod ; 
all the manure scattered in by corners dur- 
ing the hurry of the fall season should be 
collected and applied on Jand intended for 
spring ploughing, together with what ever 
may have accumulated since wheat seed- 
ing. 
washing away, but on grass lands the roots 
and dried grass will prevent loss. Anygiv- 
en quantity of stable manure applied now 
will be found equal to twice that quantity 
if used next spring. With young clover, 
however, this is not the case, as it will 
be smothered and thus injured by the use 
of stable manure.

Mr. Francie stated that it is desirable to 
build the bridge during the winter, as the ico 
is then passable and the traffic, which is very 
heavy, would not be interfered with. The 
rebuilding of the bridge is a necessity, as it 
would be dangerous by the time that spring 
arrives. It would be economical to have the 
swing bridge of iron, as being moro durable 
than wood. Acting on the principle that 
whatever margin over the cost might accrue 
to a contractor should be paid to our own 
people,the Committee had determined to have 
the work done under tho superintendence of 
the County Surveyor, It having been deter- 
mined to build the bridge, and it being a 
necessity, the sooner the work was done the 
better, 

Mr. Emo thought the Council should know 
who niade the tenders and their amounts, 

Mr. Kavanagh moved to refer the report to 
the Committee on Roads and Bridges, 

Mr. Ashley supported the motion. The 
proposed expenditure was large and ought to 
be carefully considered. In consequence of 
its being a permanent improvement princip- 
ally to the benefit of Trenton, by allowing 
large vessels to pass abovo the bridge, the re- 
presentatives of Trenton ought to agree that 
their municipality should contribute more 
largely to the taxes of the County, If this 
were done, he would support the erection of 
the bridge. 

Mr. Francis had no objection to the report 
being referred to the Committees on Roads 
and Bridges, and it was referred accordingly, 

BY-LAWS, 

Mr. Aylsworth introduced a By-law for 
the appointment of Auditors and High School 
Trustees. 

EVENING SESSION, 

Mr. Aylsworth moved that when the War- 
den leaves the chair the Council stand ad- 
journed until 7:30 this evening.—Carried.

Mr, Tulloch was heard and said what ho 
claimed was simply what ho had paid out for 
repairs, Tho damage had been caused to tho

Mr, Ashley moved, soconded by Mr. Rob. 
inson, that $70 be paid to Mr. Tulloch in ‘full 
of his claim.—Carriod. 

Mr. Fitzgerald moved, seconded by Mr. 
MoDavitt, that $300 be granted to rebuild tho 
bridge over Papineau Crook, on tho township 
line between Monteagle and Wicklow. 

Mr, Ashley opposed the motion at present, 
although willing to do what was right and 
fair at tho proper time, namely the June 
Fossion, He spoko so soon in consequence of 

he remarks of Mr. Gordon yeaterday, that 
he wished to bribe the northern townships. 

Mr, Gordon said he was glad if anything he 
had said had induced Mr. Ashley to come 
back to his former level, Economy was very 
much needed this year, 

Mr, Cooke said that if this bridge needed 
repairs now was the time to make the grant, 

Mr, Francia considered that if the case was 
an exceptional one it ought to be dealt with 
now on its merits, 

Mr, Fitzgerald claimed that the bridge is a 
County bridge and ought to be rebuilt, as the 
people there cannot do it, 

The Warden thought it would be prudent 
to get ont timber now, in order to rebuild 
this bridge, which the representatiyer of tho 
townships interested assured him was neces- 
sary. It was not fair to ask those poor muni- 
cipalities to build such a bridge. 

Mr, Aylsworth did not believe the bridge is 
a county bridge, and consequently they were 
not bound to keep it up although he was 
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the matter laid oyer for

another year. 


Mr. Francis said it was throwing money 
into the river to repair this bridge. It would 
cost $1,000, 

Mr. Gordon said that he felt if this 
bridge were a matter of necessity it was un- 
fortunate, owing to the cry of high taxation, 
as it would requiro a sum nearly as largo as 
was expended on the whole of the County 


roads. He would risk life and limb for an- 
other year. 


Mr. O'Flynn wished to know it the bridge 
was an actual necessity, not he should be 
compelled to vote against it, 

Mr, Vankleek would support the building 
of the bridge this season if tho money could 
be raised by debentures extending over seven — 
years, 

Mr. Ashley was satisfied that this could not 
be done, as $25,000 must be raised to pay the 
Grand Junction stock and m large debt of 
$57,000 falls duo next year. If part of the 
material could be got out this year it could 
be built next year. 


Mr. Francis read'the report of Mr, William 
Mardoch, civil engineer, stating that the 
swing bridge is unsafe for traffic, also the span 
next the main bridge, and that immodiate 
steps should be taken to rebuild them, 

In answer to Mr, O'Flynn, 

Mr, Francis said Mr. Murdoch was nob 
likely to be a contractor for the erection of 
the bridgo, 

Mr. McCreadie moved that the report be 
laid over until the June session, 

‘The motion for the adoption of the report 
was put and lost, 

Mr. Ashley moved for the réconsidération 
of the report, in order that the County Rur- 
voyor might get out a portion of tho material 


willing to assist the municipalities with a fair 
amount. Te read from the statute to show 
that the bridge is not a county bridge because 
the bridge, he understcod, was not over a 
stream which forms the boundary of two 
townships. 

Mr. Fitzgerald explained that the stream 
does divide the townships. 

Mr, Aylsworth said then ho would admit 
that tho bridge is a County bridge. 

The motion was carried, 

Thereport of the Committee on the Trenton 
bridge was taken up for consideration. 

Mr, Aylsworth stated, in answer to Mr, 
Emo, that there had been but two tenders for 
the building of the piers. The lowest of these 
tenders was for $3,260, exclusive of the cost 
of removing the piora, 

Mr. Francis said he had shown tho speci- 
fications for the piers to Mr, Bartley, an en, 
gineer of great experience, who said the esti- 
mate was much too high, that the work could be 
done for less than $3,000. In conversation 
with Mr. Sills, that gentleman said the whole 
work ought not to cost more than $6,000, 

The Warden said if it were shown that the 
bridge was a matter of actual necessity this 
year, he would support it, If it had to be 
built he thought it would have to be an iron 
bridge on stone piers. It would require a 
large sum, and there would be another large 
sum required to pay the sum in settlement 
with the Grand Junction. He should like to 
know if the matter could not be delayed for 
another year. 

Mr, O'Flynn agroed with the Warden's ro- 
marks, He had spoken with persons who 
knew concerning the Trenton Bridge and they 
assured him that it would last for two or 
three years more, 

Mr, Lee stated that by the lack of a draw- 
bridge sufficient to admit the passago of largo 
vessels, the trade of the village had been 
seriously injured. The people thero had 
waited paticntly until the present bridge 
rotted, which it had now done, and he con: 
sidered it advisable to build a permanent 
bridge now. It could not well be built dur- 
ing the summer, as it would inter:upt traffic: 
and ho urged that it be proceeded with at 
the present timo, otherwise some lives might 
be lost by the bridge breaking down, The 
tenders for’ building tho bridge aggregated 
$6,500, but if the work were done by the 
County Surveyor he was confident it would 
bo done for $6,000, If they did not build the 
bridge now they would have to expend a con- 
siderable sum for repairs, 

The Warden said it might be that the cost 
of repairs would equal the interest on the cost 
of building the bridge, 

Mr. Francis again forcibly urged the neces- 
sity for the building of tho bridge, going ful- 
ly into the facts as to the examination of tho 
bridge last year and the report made at that 
time. Itcould not bo economy to repair the 
present bridge, as a largo expense would bo 
nooorsary to make it safe, 1f the amount re- 
quired was too largo to levy this year, it 
could be raised by debentures. The Council 
having ailirmed the noocessity of this bridge 
betng YEDUNE, AHO of having # large Usidge 
built of iron, he asked that tho report be 
adopted. Tho bridge would not only bonefit 
Trenton, but would do away with a monopo- 
ly in tho grain trade, and in time pay back ite 
cost by increasing tho taxation of Trenton, 

Mr, Emo said as the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee ho thought the discussion had ocoupied 
rather too much time of the Council, and he 
felt it his duty to give oxpreasion to his viows 
on 60 important a matter, ‘ He would not op- 
pono the building of the bridge, but under ox: 
isting circumstances he could not support so 
large an expenditure in the face of tho large 
inoroaso of taxes last year. Tho ratopayors 
of Huntingdon felt the burden heavy to pay 
over $1,100 moro than the previous year, all 
the othor local municipalities having had a 
similar increase, and ho was protty sure that 
evory representative had mado strong pro+ 
mines to thoir conatituencion to practice econ: 
omy this year, Ho referred to the fooling 
oansod by the expose made by * Sidney" or 
somebody clas, It was true that » largo 
amount of the inking fund had boon used 
in the ordinary expenditures of the County, 
and steps had to be taken to provide for debts 
coming doc, He hoped the members would 
Hoar in mind their promise to practico econ 
omy, and act accordingly.

High and Public Schools. 


Tho report of the Education Department 
for 1877 has been received. It is to be re- 
grotted that the report of this important 
Department should be so lony delayed, and 
wo endorse the following remarks of the 
“Globe on the subject :—“It is a matter for 
regret that the official reports should be 
put into the hands of the public at so late 
a period, when the news they contain aro 

~ already old, and when the actual state of 
things cannot, as far as they are concerned, 
be satisfactorily ascertained, Why this 
has been the case hitherto every one 
knows, and as the defect could only be 
remedied by either authorizing the Depart- 
ments to issue thoir reports before they had 
been presented to Parliament or by chang- 
ing the date for the termination of the 
official year, it has seemed beat, we under- 
‘stand, to ndopt the latter plan, and thus 
~ have all reports brought down almost to 
date at each meeting of tho Provincial 
Legislature. Rut while this report of the 
Education Department has, like the rest, 
_reference to 1877, it has not on that ac- 
count ceased to be interesting and impor- 
tant. “It gives a full view of the work of 
Public, Separate, High, Normal, and 
Model Schools during the year to which it 
refers, and shows a gratifying amount of 
progress in all the departments of edu- 
cational work.” Doubtless the Conser- 
yative Government which succeeds that of 
Mr. Mowat will carry out the needed re- 
~oform.=— 
The money raised for Public Schools in 
» Ontario during 1877 was very larve, being 
- $3,423,185, or more than double what it 
~ was in 1867, and more than 2} times what 
it was in 1860. The salaries to teachers 
alone amounted to $2,038,099, being $199,- 
778 increase on the year, the largest ever 
mown since the present school system 
ume into operation. Tho increase of at- 
tendance for the year has not been largo— 
only 823, but the average attendance of 
those entered as pupils has been greater 
than during the year preceding by 4,701. 
The irregularity of attendance is still a 
matter for great regret. 

Of a total aggregate of 490,860 children 
of all ages returned as pupils, 43,675 at- 
tendod less than 20 days, and 88,581 who 
attended more than 20 days put in less 
than 50, while of the: whole number not 
more than 20,900 attended more than 200 
days during the scholastic year. Tho daily 
average attendanco is not 60 per cent. of 
the pupils,and even this does not show tho 
extent of the evil, for if children attend- 
ed regularly for halfayear and stayed 
away tho rest of it they could get a large 
amount of good. The evil, however, is 
that a large number are coming and going 
all the time—a fow days present and then 
absent again, tothe great injury of the 
school, and to hindrance and mortification 
of the best of the teachers. 

In the 5,140 Public Schools there were 
employed during 1877, 6,468 teachers, of 
whom 3,020 were gentlemen, and the rest 
Jadies. Tho rato of salaries is rising but 
slowly. For the year tho average increase 
was $13 over all the schools in the Province, 
In some canes salaries are mentioned as low 
as $100. The total value of school property 
was estimated at $6,624,169, or $1,218 por 

school. The number of Separate Schols in- 
creased by 18, but the attendance decreased 
by 342, 

Tus wancetion with the Publie Sahool« of 
this city the expenses wero: Teachers’ 
salaries $7,908.68 ; maps, apparatus, &e., 
$130 ; rent and ropairs, Collectors’ fees, 
fuel, &c., $13,399.30, in all $21,438.28, 
‘The receipts wore; Legislative grant $1,- 
002 ; for maps, apparatus, &0.,865 ; muni- 
cipal school assessment $19,714.20. The 
total school population was 2,500, of whom 
2,371 attended school, namely 1,232 boys 
and 1,139 girls. Of these 307 attended 
less than 20 days, 286 from 20 to 50 days, 
431 from 51 to 100 days, 450 from 101 to 
150 days, 666 from 151 to 200 days, 231 

from 201 days to the whole year; 49 didnot 
attend at all,and the average attondance of 
pupils was 1,215. 

Tn relation to the High School the re- 
port states thatthe Legislative grant was 
$803 ; municipal grant $1,806.36 ; feos 
$170 ; from other sources $200; total $2,- 
979.35, ‘Che expenditure was: Sularies

in chomistry and agriculture 27 ; in French 


$8; in Latin $4; in Greek 2; in gymnas- 
tics and drill 70, 

Tho general tone of remarks in the re- 
ports of the Inspectors is hopeful and on- 
couraging. With scarcely an exception 
progress is noted, and tho intorest of tho 
parents in the education of their childron 
grows both in amount and intelligence. ‘Tha 


County Model Schools are doing good work. 
Tho report of the High School Inspector 
atates that the number of High Schools 
was 104, The total recoipts showed an in- 
crease of $36,389, and the expenditure ox- 
cooded that of 1876 by $38,761. The num- 
ber of pupils was 9,229, Since tho Toron- 
to Normal School was instituted there have 
beon admitted 7,883 students, Of these, 
1,465 were of the Church of England ; 365 
Roman Cotholics ; 2,310 Presbyterians ; 
2,748 Methodists; 515 Baptists ; 278 
Congrogationalists ; and 303 of other de- 
nominations. 
The steady progress of education in On- 
tario is very distinctly shown by a tabular 
view of all tho items of information ayail- 
able for each year since 1842. From this 
it appears that in twenty-nine years the 
population of Ontario increased from 486,- 
055 to 1,620,851. In 1842 thoro wore only 
25 High Schools ; in 1877, 104. In 1842 
only 1,721 Public Schools ; in 1877, 4,95 
In 1842 tho wholo of the educational insti- 
tutions of Ontario, both public and private, 
amounted to 1,795, and in 1877 to 56,248, 
There were no reports in 1842 to show 
how many pupils attended the High 
Schools, but there were during that 
year 55,978 entered at the Public Schools, 
while in 1877 there were 490,860, In 1842 
there were paid in salaries to Public and 
Separate School teachers $166,000, and in 
1877 $2,038,099. The first completo re- 
turns in reference to every particular 
elected for comparison began only at the 
year 1855. The school population of that 
year was 207,623, while in 1877 it was 
494,804. In 1855 the grand total paid for 
educational purposes in the Provinco was 
$1,155,992, while in 1877 it was $3,587,481.

the necessary deposit was made for that 
purpose. It is important to know whether 
Judge Galt’s view of the election law is a 
correct one, for if so, it had better be re- 
poaled or amonded, for itis a danger only 
to men who desire to observe the law. 
The verdict has surprised the country. 
The Montreal Witness after some sar- 
castic remarks as to Mr. Glen’s wonderful 
liberality, significantly points out that the 
Election Law, like some others, appears to 
grow weaker as it grows older. The law- 
yers in the Court anticipated that Mr. Glen 
would have boen disqualified on his own 
evidence, as the Conservatives anticipated 
would be the case when they began it.

This firm was a wealthy one, they wero 
largely engaged in working iron ores at 
Three Rivers—they desired to transfer 
their whole establishment to Belleville. 
They did not care so much about the Rail- 
way ; it was the ironore they wanted, and 
while we have such mon willing to take 
hold of our enterprises and deyelop them, 
it would be madness to shove thom aside, 
He did not think the Government of On- 
tario would allow the City Council to back 
out of their arrangements, 


Mr. Dickson was gratified with the ob- 
servations of Mr. Kelso. The Railway in- 
terests of Belleville were in an exceedingly 
difficult and dangerous condition, and it 
behoved them as the custodians of the City 
interests to be extremely careful and cauti- 
ous in whatever action they might take. 
He looked upon the completion of the 
Grand Junction Railway as of the greatest 
importance to the future of Belleville, and 
in farming their report the Committee were 
deeply sensible of their responsibility, and 
what they did was in the interests of tho 
City. It must be understood that the 
Grand Junction Railway is in no shape or 
form connected with the Belleville and 
North Hastings Railway, and he looked 


upon any amalgamation of the two Roads 
as fraught with danger to the best intorests 


of our City. In itself the Grand 
Junction Railway is deserving of support 
from Belleville, and if the closing words of 
the report are adopted, he would be pre- 
pared to support the legalization of the 
bonus, payable half upon the completion of 
the road to Hastings, and the other half to 
Peterboro’. Hodid not agree with Mr.

‘These are somo of the leading varieties 
that are grown in quantity for market. It 
is very interesting to note the ostimation 
in which they are-held in Liverpool, taking 
the prices at which they were sold as an 
exponent of their popularity. Tho out- 
ward appearance has much to do with the 
sale or fruit everywhere, especially of 
kinds not sufliciently known to have estab- 
lished a reputation for superior quality.

On the other hand, the 
Pomme Grise has established a reputation 
for quality as a dessert apple, and though 
lacking in beauty of coloring, readily brings 
five dollars per barrel, “Besides this, in 
England the large apples are not consider- 
od as suitable for dessert, but as finding 
their appropriate place in tho kiteh 
hence the smaller apples of superior quality 
will bring o higher prico than large 
apples.
